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INTRODUCTION. 


|HE  following  pages  contain  the  proceedings  of  the 
Manchester  Courts  Leet  and  Courts  Baron  (which 
were  held  together)  from  October,  1618,  to  May, 
1641.  These  Courts  were  held  twice  in  each  year,  at 
or  near  Michaelmas  and  Easter,  the  most  important  of  the  two 
being  the  Michaelmas  Court,  at  which  all  the  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  were  appointed.  As  shown  in  the  Introduction  to  Volume  II., 
the  number  of  these  officers  had  grown  from  71  in  1586  to  100  in 
1617.  At  the  Court  held  8th  October,  1618,  the  number  then 
elected  was  104,  whilst  in  that  held  pth  October,  1639,  ^  was  IO^- 
This  very  slight  increase  shows  that  nothing  had  occurred  to  call  for 
the  appointment  of  many  fresh  officers.  In  some  cases  their  services 
were  not  required,  and  they  were  dispensed  with.  Thus  "the  officers 
for  the  foote  ball,"  appointed  first  in  1608,  to  prohibit  the  playing  of 
football  in  the  streets  (see  Introduction  to  Volume  II.),  were  elected 
in  October,  1618,  but  not  subsequently,  the  order  of  the  Court  no 
doubt  having  been  sufficient  to  put  a  stop  to  it.  Four  "officers  to 
dispose  of  the  money  received  for  Collihurst"  were  appointed  at  the 
Court  held  1st  October,  1617  (vol.  ij.,  p.  323),  and  regularly  after- 
wards, whilst  two  "Bylawmen  for  Collihurst  and  Collihurst  foot" 
were  appointed  in  October,  1626,  and  at  all  subsequent  Courts.  The 
former  had  to  see  to  the  proper  disbursement  of  the  £10  per  annum 
paid  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  and  secured  by  an  indenture  dated 
1 2th  February,  1616-17,  and  printed  in  Volume  II.,  pp.  328-332, 
and  the  latter  had  no  doubt  to  see  that  the  privileges,  which  the  lord 
had  thus  bought  in  Collihurst,  were  not  abused  by  the  inhabitants  of 
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the  town.  The  fear  of  a  fresh  visitation  of  the  Plague  is  shown  by 
the  precautions  ordered  at  the  Court  held  6th  October,  1625  (see 
pp.  101-2),  and  the  appointment  of  officers  for  the  chief  streets  to 
see  that  these  orders  were  duly  carried  into  effect. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Courts  held  during  this  period  do  not 
call  for  much  comment.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  strenuous 
endeavour  in  the  earlier  years  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  an 
important  Act,  passed  in  1603-4,  for  the  better  curing  and  tanning 
of  leather,  and  there  are  several  orders  and  reports  (the  latter  in 
rather  strange  Latin)  relating  to  this  subject  (see  pp.  80,  Si,  88, 
94-5,  103,  116-17),  m  which  some  curious  trade  terms  are  used. 
The  desirability  of  doing  something  for  the  Poor  of  the  town  seems 
to  have  been  very  prominently  in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  citizens, 
and  there  will  be  found  in  these  pages  various  deeds,  printed 
literatim  et  verbatim,  relating  to  the  money  and  lands  left  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Poor  of  the  town  by  Walter  and  Margaret  Nugent, 
in  1609  (see  pp.  63-4,  and  pp.  198-204),  Edward  Mayes,  in  1621 
(see  pp.  39-41,  and  pp.  231-9),  George  Marshall,  in  1624  (see 
pp.  104-11,  pp.  290-300,  and  pp.  335-48),  and  George  Clarke,  in 
1636  (see  pp.  301-14).  The  former  left  two  sums  of  20  shillings 
each  from  the  rents  of  two  houses  in  the  Market  Street,  to  supply 
"turves"  to  the  Poor,  and  these  small  rent-charges  were  regularly 
paid  up  to  the  years  1807  and  1839  respectively.  They  were  paid, 
however,  not  from  houses  in  the  Market  Street,  as  left  by  the 
Nugents,  but  from  two  houses  Nos.  38  and  40,  Smithy  Door,  and 
these  having  been  purchased  by  the  Improvement  Committee  of 
the  Corporation,  the  two  small  rent-charges  were  for  a  time  over- 
looked. In  1868  Mr.  William  Martin,  the  City  Treasurer  and 
Mayor's  Almoner,  called  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  this 
matter,  and  suggested  that  the  rent-charges  should  be  purchased 
by  the  Committee.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  the  sum  of  £100  was 
paid  for  the  arrears  and  purchase  money,  and  this  sum,  being 
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invested,  now  yields  £4  per  annum,  which  is  distributed  with  Clarke 
and  Marshall's  Charities.  Mayes  left  a  lump  sum  of  £120,  which  in 
1635  was  very  judiciously  invested  by  his  trustees  in  the  purchase  of 
houses  and  lands  in  the  town  (see  pp.  231-9),  the  rents  of  which 
now  amount  to  ,£429  i8s.  6^d.  per  annum.  George  Marshall,  a 
well-to-do  mercer,  and  George  Clarke,  a  rich  haberdasher,  both 
childless  men,  after  giving  money  legacies  to  their  relations,  left 
their  houses  and  lands  to  trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  the  town,  and 
these  charities  now  produce  the  following  incomes:  —  Marshall's, 
£67  I os.,  and  Clarke's,  ,£2,8/9  17S-  9^-  Per  <WH"M-  By  having 
the  deeds  of  these  charities  transcribed  in  full,  in  the  Court  Book, 
they  could  always  be  referred  to,  and  all  danger  of  their  being 
lost  or  forgotten  was  obviated.  There  is  also  mention  in  1620  of 
a  stock  of  money  for  the  Poor,  which,  no  doubt,  had  been  formed 
by  successive  small  legacies,  and  to  which,  for  some  reason  or 
other,  "The  Company  of  Virginia"  subscribed  £30.  (See  p.  32.) 
Mr.  John  Hartley  also,  in  1637,  in  consideration  of  a  recognition 
of  his  right  to  the  first  "cale,"  or  turn,  at  the  Conduit  (after 
William  Radcliffe,  Esq.),  left  £2  per  annum  as  a  rent-charge  on  a 
burgage  in  Manchester  for  the  repair  of  the  Conduit  (see  pp.  251-6) ; 
but  this  payment,  now  that  the  Conduit  has  been  removed,  has  long 
since  ceased. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century  Manchester  appears 
to  have  attracted  many  persons  to  settle  in  the  town,  either  on 
account  of  the  demand  for  labour,  or  in  order  to  establish  themselves 
in  trade.  The  influx  of  these  "strangers,"  as  they  were  termed, 
seems  to  have  caused  much  trouble  to  the  authorities  of  the  town, 
for  it,  no  doubt,  not  unfrequently  happened  that  they  fell  into  poverty 
and  so  became  a  burden  to  the  town,  "  to  the  great  damage  and 
offence  of  all  the  Inhabitants  and  to  the  defraudinge  of  the  releive 
[relief]  of  the  native  pooreof  this  place  and  to  the  incouragement  of 
others  daylic  to  make  the  like."  A  stringent  Order  was  therefore 
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obtained  from  the  two  Judges  sitting  at  the  Assizes  at  Lancaster, 
24th  August,  1629  (see  pp.  165-6),  that  in  the  event  of  any  strangers 
settling  in  the  town,  those  who  took  them  in  or  let  them  houses 
should  give  security  that  neither  they  nor  their  children  should 
become  chargeable  to  the  inhabitants.  This  Order  was  confirmed 
by  subsequent  Judges  (see  pp.  270-1),  and  there  is  given  a  long 
list  of  65  such  "Bonds"  entered  into  by  various  persons  between 
the  years  1632  and  1639  (see  pp.  271-7). 

During  the  period  embraced  by  the  contents  of  this  volume, 
1618  to  1641,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Manchester  was  EDWARD 
MoSLEY,  who  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  father,  Rowland 
Mosley,  Esq.,  in  March,  1617,  was  only  six  months  old.  Being  a 
minor  he  became  a  ward  of  the  King,  but  his  wardship  appears  to 
have  been  purchased  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  Anne  Mosley,  who 
practically  managed  his  estates  for  him.  (See  p.  168,  note  I.)  He 
came  of  age  in  1638,  and  was  shortly  afterwards — on  the  loth  July, 
1640 — created  a  Baronet.  The  first  STEWARD,  whose  name  occurs 
in  this  volume,  8th  October,  1618,  was  Oswald  Mosley,  of  the 
Ancoats,  Esq.,  a  cousin  of  Rowland  Mosley 's,  but  in  the  following 
year,  7th  October,  1619,  William  Sparke,  of  Manchester,  gent., 
appears  as  Steward,  and  he  held  that  office  till  1630.  On  1 3th  April, 
1630,  Oswald  Mosley  s  name  re-appears,  but  at  the  next  Court, 
5tll  October,  1630,  Ralph  WortJiington,  Esq.,  was  Steward,  a 
position  he  retained  till  1638.  At  the  Court  held  roth  April,  1638, 
Robert  Tzvyford,  gent.,  was  Steward,  but  Ralpli  Worthingtoiis  name 
re-appears  at  the  next  Court,  9th  October,  1638,  for  the  last  time. 
On  7th  May,  1639,  Robert  Twyford  occurs  as  Steward,  a  position 
he  -was  holding  when  this  volume  closes.  After  May,  1641,  no 
Courts  were  held  till  October,  1647,  as  shown  by  the  proceedings  of 
the  Court  for  May,  1641,  ending  in  the  middle  of  a  page,  and  those 
for  October,  1647,  commencing  on  the  same  page  directly  after 
them.  This  break  in  the  continuity  of  these  Records  is  much  to  be 
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regretted,  as  it  includes  the  interesting  period  of  the  Civil  War,  but 
in  such  distracted  times  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  Courts  were  not 
held.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  next  volume,  the  proceedings  of  the 
Court  held  October,  1647,  are  unusually  long,  the  deaths  of  many 
persons  who  had  died  several  years  prior  to  that  date  being  there 
entered. 

As  in  the  previous  volumes,  the  proceedings  of  the  Courts  here 
printed  have  been  compared,  line  for  line,  with  the  original,  so  as  to 
ensure  their  faithful  reproduction  in  print.  All  curious  points  have 
been  explained,  and  particulars  of  the  family  history  of  most  of  the 
many  persons,  whose  deaths  are  here  recorded,  have  been  added 
in  the  notes.  This  information  has  been  obtained  from  wills, 
inquisitions  post  mortem,  and  old  deeds  and  papers;  and  I  have 
spared  no  pains  to  make  these  notes  as  accurate  and  complete  as 
possible.  Only  those  who  have  undertaken  similar  work  know 
how  much  ground  must  be  gone  over,  and  how  great  a  number  of 
such  documents  must  be  consulted,  before  even  a  very  few  lines 
can  be  written.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  information  thus 
put  together,  nearly  all  of  which  appears  in  these  volumes  for  the 
first  time,  will  be  found  of  value  by  those  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  many  old  Manchester  families,  to  whose  wisdom  and  foresight 
the  town  owes  so  much.

will  here  be  found.     The  use  or  disuse  of  capital  letters  was  at  the  date  of 
these  Records  most  arbitrary,  and  the  same  word  will  be  found  spelt  in  three 
or  four  different  ways  on  the  same  page. 

2.  All  words  or  sentences  between  square  brackets  [     ]  have  been  inserted 
by  the  Editor,  either  as  elucidatory  of  the  text  or  supplying  an  occasional 
missing  word,  o>r. 

3.  The  most  frequent  contractions  are  p  or  p  for  per,  pre,  or  pro:  thus, 
pson  for  person,  psent  for  present,  pceed  for  proceed,  e>r. ;  s  stands  for 
ser,  svicefor  service,  svantyfr/-  servant ;  u  w  used  for  \,  thus,  haue/tfr  have, 
euery  for  every,  Glouer  for  Glover,   suice  for  service.      Words  are  often 
joined  together,  thus,  anorder  for  an  order,  shalbe  for  shall  be,  thenheritance 
for  the  inheritance,  6-v. 

4-  The  various  contractions  (i,  f,  rr,  r,  s,  r,  &c.,  &c.,  have  been  used 
throughout  this  and  the  former  volumes,  not  as  expressing  the  meanings  often 
specially  attached  to  them,  but  simply  to  give  the  contracted  form  of  the  original 
writing  as  closely  as  could  be  managed  in  print. 

J.  The  use  of  Roman  numerals  was  almost  invariable.  Thus,  },  ij,  iij, 
iiij  or  iv,  v,  vj,  vij,  viij,  ix,  x,  xj,  xij,  xiij,  and  so  on,  are  used  for  i,  2,  3,  4, 
5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  u,  12,  13,  iS-r.  Thus,  iij9  iiij'1  stands  for  3$.  4d.,  vjs  viiju 
for  6s.  8d.,  and  so  on. 

6.  The  headings  of  most  of  the  Courts  being  in  Latin,  a  translation  of 
one  of  them  as  illustrative  of  the  rest  will  be  found  on  p.  i. 

7.  }Vhen  an  order  was  carried  out,  factum  est  or  fact  est  (it  is  done) 
was  written  in  the  margin.     These  words  have  been  printed  in  italics. 

8.  The  duties  of  the  various  officers  appointed  at  the  Michaelmas  Courts 
will  be  found  explained  in  the  notes  on  pp.  .r  to  4  of  Volume  i.

The  Manor  of  Manchester  at  this  time  belonged  to  Edward  Mosley,  son  and  heir  of 
Rowland  Mosley,  Esq.,  whose  death  took  place  in  March,  1617.  (See  vol.  ij.  ,  p.  31  8  ;/.  ) 
This  Edward  Mosley  at  this  time  was  a  boy  under  the  age  of  two  years,  having  been  only 
six  months  old  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death.  He  was  a  ward  of  the  King,  and  his 
estates  were  managed  by  trustees. 

Oswald  Moslems  name  occurs  first  as  Steward  at  the  Court  held  8th  April,  1613.  (See 
vol.  ij.  ,  p.  278.)  He  was  cousin  of  Rowland  Mosley,  Esq.,  being  the  son  and  heir  of 
Anthony  Mosley,  gent.,  younger  brother  of  Sir  Nicholas  Mosley,  Knt.

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The  Jurye  doe  fynd  that  theire  is  noe  Cuckstoole1  within  this 
Towne  And  thereffore  Doe  order  that  the  Constables  for  the  tyme 
beinge  shall  Erecte  a  new  Cuckstoole  in  some  convenient  place  neare 
to  the  Horsepoole2  in  the  Marketstidlane  betwixte  this  and  the  first 
of  Maye  nexte  sub  pena  vs .factum  est. 

Whereas  Dyuse  [divers]  Orders  haue  heretofore  beene  made  for 
the  Removinge  of  Stacks  of  Gorse  and  kidds3  from  beinge  sett  neare 
to  any  dwelling  house  within  this  Towne,  for  the  avoydinge  of  Danger 
of  fyre  And  whereas  alsoe  theire  hathe  latelye  beene  a  verie  danger- 
ous fyre  in  the  night  tyme  to  the  greate  terror  of  the  Inhabitants 
and  danger  of  the  wholle  Towne  by  reason  of  gorse  lyeinge  neare  to 
A  Backhouse  [bakehouse]. 

Therefore  the  Jurye  doe  now  order  that  all  stacks  of  Gorse  or 
kidds3  which  now  are  within  this  Towne  shalbe  Removed  twentye 
Roodes  from  any  dwellinge  house  or  Barne  before  Midsomer  next 
sub  Pena  xxxs non  est  factum. 

And  that  noe  pson  or  psons  Inhabitinge  Within  this  Towne  shall 
hereafter  make  or  sett  vpp  or  cause  to  be  made  or  sett  vpp  any 
stackes  of  gorse  or  kidds3  within  twentye  roods  of  any  Dwellinge 
house  or  Barne  sub  Pena  xls 

The  Jurye  doe  fynd  that  there  is  two  Dunghills  in  the  ffenelstreete 
the  one  vppon  the  ffreehould  of  Mr  Raphe  Hulme,  the  other  in  the 
occupacon  of  James  Radcliffe,  boath  which  are  noysome  and  offensiue 
to  all  neighboures  and  all  other  passingers  by  the  same  Therefore 
the  Jurye  doe  order  that  Mr  Raphe  Hulme  or  his  assignes,  and  that 
James  Radcliffe  or  his  assignes  shall  so  fence  or  pale  out  both  the 
said  Dunghills  before  Midsomer  [June  24]  nexte  ensuinge,  as  they 
shall  not  be  noysome  or  offensive  either  to  any  neighboure  or  any 
other  passingers  by  the  said  Dunghills  sub  pena  to  either  of  the 
offenders  vj"  viijd non  est  factum. 


1  The  Cuckstool,  or  Cuckingstool,  was  an  instrument  of  punishment  provided  for 
scolding  women  and  women  of  ill  repute,  who  were  placed  in  a  chair  fastened  to  the  end 
of  a  long  pole,  or  otherwise  suspended  over  a  pool  of  water,  in  which  they  were  ducked 
over  head  several  times.     It  is  referred  to  in  these  Records  for  the  first  time  on  the 
6th  October,  1586,  when  "ye  Cuckingestoole  poole  "  is  referred  to.     (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  6  ) 
This  pool  was  situated  near  the  house  of  Mr.  William  Radcliffe  (hence  called  Pool  Fold), 
who  had  filled  up  the  ditch,  but  was  obliged  by  the  Court  to  open  it  again.    (See  vol.  ij. 
pp.  47  and  145. )     The  Cuckstool  had  now  fallen  into  decay,  so  that  it  was  decided  to 
procure  a  new  one  and  to  erect  it  in  Market  Stead  Lane.

Whereas  theire  was  an  Order  made  at  the  last  leete  Courte  that 
Roger  Cottrell  should  laye  open  an  Incrochment  at  the  end  of  his 
shoppe  before  Martlemas  [Nov.  1 1]  last  sub  pena  xx"  And  yt  now 
appeareth  to  this  Jurye  that  the  former  Order  ys  not  pformed  There- 
fore the  Jurye  Doe  now  further  Order  that  the  said  Roger  Cottrell 
shall  laye  open  the  said  Incrochment  as  heretofore  yt  hath  beene, 
before  the  last  daye  of  Maye  next  sub  pena  xl8 .factnm  est. 

The  Jurye  doe  order  that  John  Jackson  blackesmith  shall  remove 
his  Dunge  from  the  Wall  of  the  house  of  John  Tompson,  now  in  ye 
occupacon  of  william  Ouldam,  before  the  twentieth  daye  of  Maye 
nexte  And  shall  not  hereaff  laye  any  Dunge  to  the  Annoyance  of 
the  said  John  Tompson  or  his  tenant  or  other  his  neighboures  sub 
pena  v8 .factum  est. 

Whereas  yt  appeareth  to  the  Jurye  that  Ry chard  Hunte  of 
Manchesf  Inkeep  keepeth  a  privie  which  is  verie  noysome  to  all 
passengers  goeing  through  the  Market  place  Therefore  the  Jurye 
doe  order  that  the  said  Rychard  Hunte  shall  either  remove  his  privie 
before  Maye  daye  nexte  or  otherwise  soe  order  yt  that  yt  shall  not 
be  noysome  to  the  Townesmen  and  passengers  through  the  streete 
sub  pena  xs 

The  Jurye  doe  fynd  that  Samuell  Dickonson  of  Manchestr  Inkeep 
Doth  keepe  A  Dun[g]hill  and  Swyne  Coate  Which  are  verie  noysome 
to  all  passengers  throughe  the  markett  place,  Therefore  they  doe 
now  order  that  the  said  Samuell  Dickonson  shall  from  hencefurth 
soe  keepe  his  Dun[g]hill  and  Swine  Coate  that  they  nor  either  of 
them  shall  be  any  more  noysome  to  his  neighboures  sub  pena  iij"  iiijd 
11011  est  factum.

Strangwaies,  of  Strangwaies,  gent,  George  Tipping,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  John  Duncalf, 
of  Salford,  gent.,  Richard  Fox,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  Thomas  Brownesword,  of  the  same, 
gent.,  Thomas  Owen,  of  the  same,  gent,  John  Gilliam,  of  the  same,  gent.,  Adam  Byrom,

Faghefield,  Bolton-on-the-Moors,  Harwood,  Sharpies,  and  Wordeley ;  lands  in  Barton- 
upon-Irwell  and  Manchester;  lands  in  Over  Heaton,  purchased  by  him  from  Oswald 
Mosley,  Esq.,  and  lands  in  Droylsden,  Worsley,  Wardley,  and  Prestwich.    These  manors 
and  lands  having  been  settled  in  tail  male  by  indenture  dated  5th  January,  1612-13,  he 
was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  Edward  Holland,  Esq.,  who  died  in  1631.     His  will,  dated 
loth  November,  1618,  was  proved  at  Chester  in  1619,  but  is  not  now  to  be  found  there.

are  boathe  of  theim  to  come  &  doe  theire  suite  and  service  for  theire 
seuerall  landes. 


1  James  Chatham,  of  Nuthurst,  gent.,  died  in  December,  1614,  and  at  the  Court  held 
5th  October,  1615,  his  death  was  announced,  and  it  was  stated  that  Thomas,  his  son  and 
heir,  was  then  under  age.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  305,  where  an  account  of  him  is  given.)  Thomas 
being  now  of  age,  was  ordered  to  come  and  do  his  suit  and  service. 

2  Edward  Shacklock,  of  Moston,  gent.,  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Robert  Shacklock, 
of  Moston,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife.     He  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Ralph  Cudworth, 
of  Werneth,  gent.,  who  survived  him,  and  by  whom  he  had  issue.

His  will,  dated  I4th  October, 
1618,  was  proved  at  Chester  in  the  following  year.     His  Inquisition/^/1  mortem  was 
taken  I4th  January,  1618-19,  but  is  not  now  in  the  Record  office. 

3  Robert  Jepson's  death  was  announced  at  the  Court  held  8th  October,  1601,  when 
his  son  and  heir,  Adam,  was  under  age.     (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  174.)     Having  now  come  of 
age,  he  was  ordered  to  appear  and  do  his  suit  and  service. 

4  According  to  the  Lancashire  Visitation  of  1613  (Chetham  Society,  vol.  82)  William 
Ashhurst,  of  Ashhurst,  Esq.,  living  in  that  year,  the  representative  of  a  family  which  had 
been  seated  there  for  many  generations,  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Thomas  Wilton, 
and  had  a  son,  Henry  Ashhurst,  then  30  years  of  age.     His  will,  dated  6th  February, 
1615-16,  was  proved  at  Chester  gth  April,  1618.    He  mentions  his  wife  Margaret,  his  son 
Henry  Ashhurst,  and  his  daughter  Anne  Elston,  and  Robert,  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  Henry, 
Anne,  and  Mary  Elston,  children  of  the  latter.     Henry  Ashhurst  was  to  pay  his  mother 
.£40  a  year,  in  default  of  which  she  was  to  have  all  the  testator's  lands  in  Bispham  and 
Wrightington  for  her  life. 

5  Francis  Nuttall,  of  Blakeley,  co.  Lane.,  gent,  made  his  will  the  I3th  May,  1619, 
and  it  was  proved  at  Chester,  I7th  November,  1620.    In  it  he  bequeaths  to  his  eldest  son, 
John  Nuttall,  his  best  bed  at  Haslingden  and  all  other  bedsteads,  &c.,  there,   "which 
were  left  to  me  by  my  grandfather. "    To  his,  the  testator's  son,  James  Nuttall,  he  left 
"a  corslett  which  I  had  of  Mr.  Salmon  and  Mrs.  Salmon,"  and  "to  James  Nuttall  my 
grandson  the  bed  &c.  in  the  little  chamber  where  he  now  lieth  with  his  mother. "     ' '  Francis 
Nuttall  my  youngest  son"  and  "Dorothy  Nuttall  my  daughter"  to  have  "the  third 
part  of  my  goods,"  one  other  third  part  to  "Alice  my  wife,"  and  the  other  third  "  I 
reserve  to  myself."     He  refers  to  lands  which  he  held  in  Haslingden  and  in  Okenhead 
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The  Jurye  doe  pSte  that  Whereas  there  hathe  bene  manye  ordrs 
made  for  ye  pventinge  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  towne  for  layenge 
of  tymber  and  cropp  Woodd  in  yc  Streets  to  ye  greate  annoyance 
of  boathe  strang™  and  thinhabitants  and  y*  ye  same  annoyance  ys 
notwthstandinge  continewed  and  most  troblesome  at  this  daye. 
Therefore  they  doe  ordr  that  euye  [every]  man  y*  after  ye  Tenthe 
daye  of  Novembr  next  shalbe  found  offendinge  in  y*  kinde  shall 
forfeit  for  euye  suche  Contempte  &  offence  x9 

The  Jurye  doe  ordr  y*  Charles  worsley  shall  remoue  his  coales 
and  timber  or  Crop  Woodd  y*  lyeth  on  his  backeside  to  ye  wall  of 
Margaret  Woodd  by  wch  her  Walle  ys  rotted  downe  and  her  lighte 
stopped  and  y*  hee  doe  this  beffore  ye  xth  daye  of  Novembr  next 
sub  pena  v" .factum  est. 

The  Jurye  doe  ordr  y*  Samuell  Dickonson  and  Richard  Hunte 
shall  Sufficiently  dense  and  make  cleane  one  gutter  betweene  theire 
howses  and  paue  yt  sufficiently  y1  it  bee  not  noysome  hereafter  to 
ye  passeng™  thereby  sub  pena  vjs  viijd  for  eithr  of  theim.  [In  the 
margin: — Respiciaf  vsq3  pentecost.1] 

The  Jurye  doe  ordr  y1  Edward  Baylie  Thomas  Richardsonne  ais 
Walworcke  and  william  Kennion  shall  sufficiently  dense  &  repaire 
a  gutter  wch  ys  noysome  &  offenciue  and  belongeth  to  euye  of  theim 
to  dense  some  pte  And  y*  this  bee  done  beffore  yc  xth  daye  of 
Novembr  nexte  sub  pena  euye  man  iij"  iiijd non  est  factum. 

The  Jurye  doe  ordr  y*  whereas  ye  staires  at  Salfford  bridge  End 
Leadinge  to  ye  water  are  in  decaye,  that  they  shalbe  repaired  by  ye 

Constables  for  this  yeare  cominge  vppon  ye  townes  chargs non 

est  factum. 

Wood,  which  he  had  surrendered  to  certain  uses,  and  appoints  his  wife  sole  executrix,  and 
his  brother-in-law,  Henry  Haworth,  and  his  "  cosen  "  William  Kenyon,  of  Manchester,  over- 
seers. The  inventory  of  his  goods,  chiefly  farming  stock,  household  goods,  &c.,  amounted 
to  .£315  93.  lod.  By  a  deed  dated  i8th  May,  1614,  Francis  Nuttall  granted  to  James 
Nuttall,  his  second  son,  a  messuage  in  Blackley  and  a  close  of  land  called  Halles  Moor 
in  Blackley,  containing  30  acres  of  land.  By  another  deed  dated  nth  April,  1621, 
Francis  Nuttall,  of  Blakeley,  yeoman,  conveys  to  John  Nuttall,  of  Blakeley,  gent.,  a 
messuage  in  Blakeley,  late  in  the  occupation  of  Francis  Nuttall,  their  father,  and  other 
messuages  and  lands  there.  In  the  Chetham  Miscellanies,  vol.  v.  (Letters  on- the  Claims 
of  the  College  of  Arms  in  Lancashire,  p.  6),  Canon  Raines  has  an  interesting  note  on  this 
Mr.  Francis  Nuttall,  of  Blackley  Hall,  near  Middleton  (but  in  the  parish  of  Manchester), 
who  was  for  some  years  Steward  of  the  Court  Leet  of  Sir  John  Byron,  the  manorial  lord 
of  Rochdale.  His  daughter  Dorothy  was  baptised  at  Middleton  8th  March,  1596-7,  and 
his  wife  was  buried  at  Rochdale  roth  August,  1597.  The  Alice  named  in  his  will  must 
therefore  have  been  his  second  wife.  "  Mr.  Francis  Nuttall  of  Blackeley  "  was  buried  at 
Middleton  24th  September,  1619.  John  Nuttall,  his  son  and  heir,  named  in  the  text, 
married  Grace,  one  of  the  three  daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Thomas  Crompton,  of  Cromp- 
ton,  gent.  Francis  Nuttall's  Inquisition  post  mortem,  taken  in  the  i8th  James,  shows 
that  he  died  seised  of  lands  in  Blackley  and  Gorton.

[In  a  different  hand]  Md  that  James  ffox  Borroreyue  for  the  yeare 
past  Did  Deliuer  vnto  Richard  ffox  Borroreue  for  this  yeare  at  this 
Leete  Court  one  Deede  or  Exemplificatio  concerning  the  payment 
of  xu  p  annu  to  the  vse  of  the  poore  of  Manchester.

The  Jurye  doe  fynd  that  Edmund  Beomound  ys  deceased  since 
the  last  leete  Court,  and  that  Edward  Beomond  ys  his  sonne  and 
heire  and  at  full  age,  and  ys  to  come  to  doe  his  sute  and  service 
Jurl  est  Dno  &c.

Tipping,  of  Manchester,  who  died  in  1592.   (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  68-9  //.)    His  name  has  very 
frequently  occurred  in  these  Records.     (See  Index  to  vol.  ij. )

The  Jurye  doe  order  that  John  Hunte  gent  or  his  vnder  tenant 
shall  repaire  the  Court  house  Comonlye  called  the  Boothes,4  And 


1  The  Market  Cross  was  situate  in  the  Market  Place,  near  to  the  Booths,  and  its 
repair  has  been  several  times  before  the  Court. 

2  The  Bell  was,  it  is  believed,  fixed  in  a  small  belfry  on  the  Booths,  and  was  rung  to 
let  the  inhabitants  know  when  the  market  had  commenced  (see  vol.  ij.,  p.  307)  and  also 
probably  when  it  ended.     (See  also  8th  April,  1624,  posted.) 

3  The  Cage,  a  kind  of  temporary  prison,  fitted  in  front  with  strong  iron  bars,  through 
which  the  prisoners  could  speak  to  their  friends  and  ask  for  charity,  is  mentioned  for  the 
first  time  in  1590.     (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  47.)     It  is  believed  to  have  been  placed  in  the 
Market  Place  as  the  most  central  place  in  the  town. 

4  THE  BOOTHS  is  frequently  mentioned  in  these  Records,  but  this  is  the  first  time  that 
the  obligation  to  repair  it  has  been  stated  to  belong  to  Mr.  John  Hunt.     The  Booths  was  a 
large  wooden  building  situate  in  the  Market  Place,  where  these  Courts,  and  probably  also 
the  Quarter  Sessions  and  the  meetings  of  the  Magistrates  were  regularly  held.  (See  vol.  ij., 
p.  47  «. )     John  Hunt,  gentleman,  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Richard  Hunt,  of  Manchester, 
gentleman,  who  died  in  December,  1587  (see  vol.  ij. ,  p.  19),  and  was  the  representative 
of  a  family  long  seated  in  Manchester  and  occupying  a  good  position  there.     In  the  will 
of  Richard  Hunt,  dated  6th  December,  1587,  and  proved  at  Chester  igth  April,  1588, 
he  refers  particularly  to  the  "tollboothe  [and]  the  toll  and  stallages  of  Manchester" 
which  formed  part  of  his  estate,  and  in  his  Inquisition  post  mortem,  taken  at  Manchester 
the  i8th  January,  1587-8,  there  is  special  mention  of  "  a  house  called  the  Tolle  Booth 
in  Manchester  and  the  toll  stallage  and  customs  of  the  same  town,"  which  were  held  of 
John  Lacy,  Esquire,  the  then  lord  of  the  manor  of  Manchester,  "in  socage  by  fealty, 
suit  at  the  chief  courts  of  the  said  John  Lacy,  and  the  yearly  rent  of  ^4,  and  they  are 
worth  beyond  reprises  6s.  8d. "     The  "Tolle  Booth  "  house  was  the  building  generally 
called  "the  Booths,"  as  in  the  text.    Soon  after  Sir  Nicholas  Mosley  had  purchased  the 
manor  of  Manchester  he,  being  "  a  man  of  greate  liveinge,  power  and  comaunde  in  and 
aboute  the  same  towne  of  Maunchester,"  laid  claim  to  the  possession  of  the  Booths  as 
against  John  Hunt,  who  in  his  "Answer  to  the  Bill  of  Complaint "  of  the  said  Nicholas 
Mosley,  supplies  the  following  interesting  history  of  this  building.     He  states  "That 
Sr  Thomas  Weste  Knighte,  late  Lorde  la  Ware,  and  Thomas  Weste,  his  sonne  and  heire 
apparante,  or  one  of  them,  were  lawfully  seised  in  theire  or  the  one  of  theire  demesne  as 
of  fee,  of  and  in  the  tolle  bothe  in  Maunchester  aforesaid  and  of  and  in  all  the  tolles, 
stallages,  and  customes  wth  all  the  proffittes  p'tayninge  and  belonginge  vnto  the  same 
cominge  or  growinge  wthin  the  same  Towne  of  Maunchester.     And  beinge  so  seised 
by  theire  sufnciente  deede  made  in  or  about  the  fifteenth  daie  of  July  in  the  sixte 
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shall  weekelye  sweepe  and  keepe  Cleane  the  same  sub  pena  to  the 
said  John  Hunte  or  his  ffarmer  iiju  vj8  viijd  and  sub  pena  to  euye 
[every]  tenant  vsinge  or  occupyeinge  any  stall  in  the  said  boothes  for 

euye  Weeke  beinge  vnswept  &  not  made  cleane  iiijd non  est 

factum. 

The  Jurye  doe  order  that  William  Baguley  shall  remove  his 
Dun[g]hill  from  the  Wall  of  Mr  William  Radcliffe  his  Barne  in  the 
Ackers  betwixt  this  and  Whitsontyde  nexte  soe  that  yt  be  not  noy- 
some  vnto  the  said  William  Radcliffe,  and  shall  so  keepe  yt  from 
tyme  to  tyme  sub  pena  vj8  viijd non  est  factum. 

Whereas  Otywell  Johnson  and  his  vnder  tenants  hath  beene 
ordered  heretofore  to  make  a  Chymnye  Within  the  dwellinge  house 
of  him  or  his  vndertenants  neare  vnto  the  house  of  Henrye  kelley 
in  the  Mylnegate,  for  the  avoydinge  of  the  Danger  of  fyre  And  haue 
not  soe  done,  Therefore  the  Jurye  Doe  further  order  that  the  said 
Otywell  Johnson  and  his  vnder  tenants  shall  cause  a  sufficient 
Chymnye  to  be  made  before  the  feast  of  Pentecost  nexte  or  surcease 
to  make  any  fyre  theire  sub  pena  xx8 .factum  est. 


yeare  of  the  raigne  of  the  late  kinge  of  famous  memory  King  Henry  theighte  [1514] 
did  lawfullie  geue  and  graunte  vnto  Richard  Hunte,  late  of  Maunchester  aforesaid 
deceased,  whose  heire  this  deffendent  [John  Hunt]  ys,  the  said  tollboothe  in  Maun- 
chester aforesaid,  and  all  the  tolles  stallages  and  Customes  wth  all  the  proffits  p'tayn- 
inge  or  belonginge  vnto  the  same,  cominge  or  groweinge  wthin  the  same  Towne  of 
Maunchester  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  Tollboothe  and  all  other  the  p'mysses  vnto 
the  said  Richard  Hunte  and  to  the  heires  of  his  bodie  lawfullie  begotten  to  hold  the  same 
of  the  said  Lord  and  Thomas  and  theire  heires  by  the  service  of  fealtie  and  sute  vnto 
[the]  Cheife  Courtes  of  the  said  Lord  and  Thomas  Weste  and  theire  heires  yearelie  there- 
after to  bee  holden  at  Maunchester  aforesaid  and  reservinge  yeldinge  and  payinge  to  the 
said  Lorde  and  his  heires  a  yearelie  rente  of  fower  poundes  of  lawfull  money  of  England." 
Four  pounds  was  also  to  be  paid  at  the  decease  of  every  tenant  as  a  relief.  The  said 
Richard  Hunt  died  seised  of  the  said  tollbooth,  &c. ,  and  they  had  descended  to  the 
said  John  Hunt,  who  by  force  thereof  "doth  take  and  receave  the  Rentes,  issues,  and 
proffittes  of  the  said  tolleboothe  and  the  tolles  stallages  and  Customes  due  and  payable 
for  all  thinges  boughte  and  sold  wthin  the  said  Towne  of  Maunchester,"  and  that  "  the 
rente  and  s'vices  reserved  in  and  vpon  the  said  deede"  had  been  yearly  paid  and  done. 
He  also  denied  (i  that  hee  hath  taken  any  toll  stallage  or  other  dutie  or  custome  or  in 
any  other  place  of  the  said  Towne  of  Maunchester,  than  where  he  oughte  and  maie 
lawfullie  doe,  neither  hath  he  exacted  extorted  or  violentlie  enforced  any  of  his  Mats 
[Majesty's]  subiectes  to  paie  any  strange  and  vnaccustomed  imposicons  tolles  and  duties 
whereby  his  Ma18  subiects  are  iniuriouslie  oppressed  and  wronged  as  in  the  said  bill  ys 
vntrulie  alledged."  He  also  states  that  "  he  is  at  a  greate  charge  weeklie  to  cleane  and 
make  cleane  the  streate  and  Markett  place  of  the  said  Towne  of  Maunchester  over  and 
besides  the  rente  and  s'vices  wch  he  yearelie  paieth  and  doth  for  the  said  toll  and  prmisses. '' 
The  above  quaint  account  of  a  dispute  about  the  "  Market  Tolls  "  in  the  early  part  of 
the  seventeenth  century  seems  too  interesting  to  be  omitted.  The  date  of  the  dispute  is 
about  1610.  The  decision  of  the  Court  was  evidently  in  John  Hunt's  favour,  as  we  find 
him  ordered  to  repair  the  "  Toll  Booth  ''  in  1620,  as  in  the  text,  where  it  is  described  as 
"  The  Court  House  comonlye  called  the  Boothes."

The  Jurye  Doth  find  that  Mr  ffrauncis  Pendleton  of  London 
Drap  *  Doth  make  a  Comon  Annoyance  by  the  breach  of  a  Water- 
course vppon  the  Land  of  mr  wiftm  RadclifFe  of  this  Tovvne  There- 
fore the  Jurye  Doth  ordar  that  the  said  ffrauncis  or  Edward  Percivall 
tenn*  to  the  said  ffraunces  shall  sufficientlie  repaire  and  make  good 

the  said  watercourse  Before  the  tenth  of  May  next  supa)  xiij8  iiijd 

11011  est  factum. 

The  Jurye  doth  find  that  whereas  Richard  Ravald  of  this  Towne 
hath  taken  away  a  stile  in  the  land  of  mr  George  Leigh  and  now  in 
the  occupacon  of  the  said  Richard  therefore  the  Jurye  Doth  order 
that  the  said  Richard  shall  sett  vpp  the  said  stile  againe  and  suffi- 
cientlie repayre  the  same  acordinge  to  the  auncient  Custome  that 
the  high  foote  way  to  Cleyden  may  bee  vsed  through  the  land  of 
the  foresaid  mr  George  Leigh  as  in  former  time  it  hath  beene  and 
this  to  bee  donne  before  the  2d  Day  of  may  next  [sub  pena]  xiij8  iiijd

The  Jurye  doth  order  that  all  those  that  haue  not  brought  in 
there  prsentmts  att  this  Leete  and  alsoe  all  such  psons  as  haue  made 
Default  and  have  not  appeared  att  this  Court  to  Doe  there  suit  & 
service  shall  bee  anlced  [amerced]  acordinge  to  the  Discrecon  of  the 
afifayrors. 

This  Jurye  beinge  fullie  informed  by  the  Testimonie  of  many 
good  Neighbours  of  there  owne  knowledge  that  Isabel  Richardson 
ats  Walworke  and  Jane  the  wyffe  of  John  Traves  are  Comon  Scoulds 
and  Disturbers  of  theire  neighbours  the  Jurie  Doe  prsent  them  both 
for  Comon  scoulds.2

The  Jury  Doth  find  that  Henrye  Goodyeare1  is  att  the  full  age 
of  xxj  yeares  and  is  to  come  in  to  Doe  his  suite  and  service  to  the 
lord  of  this  manner  acordinge  to  the  Custome  of  this  Court  Jura?  est 
Dno  &c. 

The  Jurye  doth  find  that  Richard  Hartley2  is  depted  and  y*  John 
Hartley  his  brother  is  att  the  full  age  of  xxj  yeares  and  is  to  come 
in  to  Doe  his  suite  &  service  to  the  lord  of  this  Mannor  acordinge  to 
ye  Custome  of  this  Court  Jurl  est  Dno  &c. 

The  Jurye  doth  find  that  James  Lancashire"'  is  deceased  since  the 
last  leete  and  that  his  sonne  is  vnder  age. 

The  Jurye  doth  find  that  Rofct  Goodyeare4  is  deceased  since  the 
last  leete  but  his  heire  is  vnknowne.

The  Jurye  Doth  find  that  wiftm  Bell  and  John  Beswicke  haue 
purchased  of  mr  Raph  Hulme  five  Burgages  or  mesuages  lyinge  & 
beinge  in  one  streete  comonlye  called  the  S*  Marye  gate  and  one 
mesuage  or  Burgage  in  the  Milnegate  and  it  appeareth  by  theire 
Deeds  that  the  moitie  or  one  halfe  of  the  abouesaid  six  Burgages 
or  mesuages  Doth  belonge  to  wittm  Bell  his  heires  &  assignes  for

Two-thirds  of  his  goods  to  his  wife,  and  the  third  part  ' '  according  to  the  law  and  customc 
of  the  Province  of  York  "  to  "my  said  children  Edward,  Henry,  Thomas,  Mary  and  Martha 
equally  amongst  them."      "I  earnestly  desire  my  loving  Mistress  Mris  Mosley  of  the 
Houghend,  that  she  will  suffer  my  wife  and  children  to  enjoy  the  Toll  of  meal  within  the 
town  of  Manchester,  according  as  I  have  enjoyed  the  same."    He  made  his  wife  executrix, 
and  his  loving  friends  James  Heyfeild,  alias  Mason,  and  John  Traves,  overseers.     The 
will  was  proved  before  Mr.  Edward  Tacey,  clerk,  Curate  of  Manchester. 
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doth  belonge  to  the  said  John  Beswicke  his  heires  &  assignes  for 
euer  &  they  are  to  come  in  to  Doe  theire  suite  &  service  Jun  est 
Dno  &c. 

Whereas  Divers  inhabitants  of  the  Deanesgate  wthin  this  Towne 
haue  beene  att  great  charges  both  for  yc  mendinge  of  on  ould  pumpe 
and  for  the  settinge  vpp  of  a  newe  scituate  &  beinge  in  yc  streete 
called  yc  Deanesgate  and  whereas  Divers  Disorders  haue  beenc 
comitted  concerninge  the  same  pumpe  by  Divse  alehousekeeps  & 
other  neighboures  to  ye  annoyance  of  many  honest  neighbors  The 
Jurye  Doth  nowe  order  that  wiftm  Sparke  Jefrey  Croxton  Tho:  Owen 
&  Tho:  watson  beinge  neere  neighbors  therevnto  shall  provide  a 
chaine,  a  locke  &  a  key  not  onely  for  yc  p'servacon  of  the  pumpe  but 
alsoe  for  the  prventinge  of  many  misorders  weh  haue  beene  &  are 
Daylie  Coinitted  by  ye  aforesaid  Alehousekeeps  &  others  Therefore 
the  Jurye  Doth  order  These  foure  before  named  yl  they  shall  haue 
the  order  &  Disposinge  of  y°  said  pumpe  for  the  time  beinge.

The  following  will,  dated  /th  May,  1621,  relating  to  the  earliest 
Manchester  Charity,  is  copied  into  Vol.  III.  of  the  original  Court 
Leet  Records,  and  it  seems  very  fitting  that  it  should  be  printed 
here,  as  the  persons  named  in  it  were  all  living  at  this  time.  With 
the  money,  £120,  here  bequeathed,  the  feoffees  purchased  lands  in 
1635,  the  indenture  relating  to  which  will  be  found  under  that  year. 
(See  postea.)  At  the  end  of  the  will  are  many  quaint  bequests  of 
jewelry,  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  &c.,  which  are  interesting.  This 
charity  now  produces  a  large  annual  revenue. 

IN  the  name  of  god  Amen  the  Seaventh  day  of  May  In  the 
yeare  of  our  lord  god  One  thousand  Six  hundred  twentie  and  one 
I  Edward  Mayse  of  Manchestr  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  gentleman 
beinge  sicke  in  body  but  of  good  and  perfect  memorie  I  thank  god 
therefore  doe  ordeyne  Constitute  and  make  this  my  last  will  (revoke- 
inge  all  former  wills  whatsoever)  in  manner  and  forme  followinge 
(viz)  ffirst  I  give  and  bequeath  my  soule  vnto  almightie  god  my 
maker  trustinge  to  bee  saved  by  the  meritts  and  bloodsheedinge  of 
Jesus  Christ  my  sole  redeemer  and  my  bodie  to  Christian  buriall  in 
the  side  lie  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Manchester  at  the  discretion  of 
my  executors  hereafter  named  And  for  such  worldly  goods  as  it 
hath  pleased  almightie  god  to  blesse  mee  withall  I  give  and  dispose 
of  them  as  ffblloweth  (viz)  my  will  and  mynd  is  that  my  funerall 
expences  and  probacon  of  my  will  with  such  like  charges  bee 
deducted  and  taken  forth  of  my  whole  goods  And  it  is  likewise  my 
will  and  mynd  and  I  give  and  bequeath  ffive  pounds  to  bee  dealt  at 
my  funerall  to  the  poorer  sort  and  most  impotent  of  the  poore  to 
every  one  of  them  fower  pence  a  peece  soe  far  as  the  ffive  pounds 
aforesaid  will  extend. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  the  suine  of  One  hundred  and  twentie 
pounds  to  the  vse  of  the  poore  of  Manchester  to  bee  bestowed  and 

1  Little  is  known  about  this  generous  benefactor  to  Manchester.  His  name  is  not 
to  be  found  in  the  first  volume  of  these  Records,  but  it  occurs  pretty  frequently  in  the 
second  volume  (see  Index),  as  he  was  appointed  to  various  offices  by  the  Court  Lcct. 
On  the  8th  April,  1613  (see  vol.  ij.,  p.  280),  he  was  charged  with  keeping  a  common 
gaming  house  and  fined  403.,  so  that  it  is  probable  he  kept  an  inn  in  the  town.

same  Parish  or  theire  successors  or  some  others  in  trust  and  the 
rents  and  profitts  ariseinge  to  be  destributed  yearely  to  the  poore  of 
the  Towne  of  Manchester  on  good  frydaie  ether  in  money  or  victuall 
by  the  discretion  of  such  as  the  same  trust  shalbee  Comitted  vnto.

The  Jurie  doe  find  that  Wiftm  Gloverr  the  late  sonne  of  Wm 
Glover1  is  deceased  since  the  last  Leete  and  that  Edmund  Glover 
his  brother  is  his  heire  &  att  full  age  and  is  to  come  in  to  Doe 
his  suit  &  service  Jurl  est  Dfio  fecitq}  fidelitatem  et  admissus  est 
tenens  &c.2 


1  At  the  Court  held  8th  October,  1618,  it  was  announced  that  William  Glover,  of 
Manchester,  gent.,  was  dead,  and  that  William  Glover,  his  son  and  heir,  was  then  of 
full  age.     (See  p.  5.)    The  death  of  this  William,  the  son,  is  now  recorded.     In  his 
will,  dated  I3th  July,   1619,  describing  himself  as    "William  Glover  of  Manchester, 
gent.,"  he  desired  to  be  buried  in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester,  "as  near  where  my 
father  and  ancestors  were  buried  as  may  be."     Being  seised  of  one  burgage  and  lands 
in  Deansgate,  by  virtue  of  certain  deeds  and  of  the  will  of  his  late  father,  William  Glover, 
deceased,  he  granted  the  same  to  the  use  of  his  mother,  Ellen  Glover,  for  her  life,  and 
after  her  decease  to  Robert  Arderne,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  for  99  years,  and  then  to  the 
right  heirs  of  the  said  Robert  Arderne  for  ever,  upon  condition  that  he  pay  the  sums  of 
money  to  the  poor  of  Manchester  appointed  in  his  late  father's  will ;   and  he  made  him 
and  his  (the  testator's)  mother  executors.     This  will  was  proved  6th  July,  1621.     There 
are  several  references  to  Robert  Arderne,  gent.,  in  the  Manchester  registers. 

2  He  was  sworn  to  the  lord  and  did  his  fealty,  and  was  admitted  tenant. 
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The  Jurye  doth  find  that  Robt  Hesketh  esqrl  is  deceased  and  that 
Thomas  Hesketh  esqr  his  sonne  is  his  next  heire  and  att  full  age  and 
is  to  come  in  and  Doe  his  suit  and  service. 

The  Jurye  Doe  find  that  John  Shalcrosse2  is  sonne  &  heire  to 
Richard  Shalcrosse  and  Margrett  his  wyffe  and  nowe  att  full  age  and 
is  to  come  in  and  Doe  his  suite  and  service  Jur]  est  Dno  &c. 

The  Jury  doe  find  that  John  Whitworth3  of  Newton  is  deceased 
and  that  John  Whitworth  is  his  sonne  &  heire  &  vnder  age. 

The  Jurye  doe  find  that  John  Sorocould4  is  deceased  and  that 
his  sonne  John  Sarocould  is  his  heire  and  at  full  age  &  is  to  come  in 
and  doe  his  suit  &  service. 

1  Robert  Hesketh,  Esq.,  "lord  of  Heskaith,  Rufford,  Holmes  and  Holmewood, 
Martholme,  Great  Harwood,  Houghwick  and  Beconsawe,  now  living  1613,"  entered  a 
pedigree  of  18  generations  at  the  Visitation  of  Lancashire  taken  in  1613.  He  was  the 
son  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Hesketh,  Knt.,  who  died  in  1588,  and  he  was  three  times 
married;  first  at  Ormskirk,  2gth  September,  1567,  to  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  George 
Stanley,  Knt.,  Marshall  of  Ireland  (and  sister  and  heir  to  Henry  Stanley,  Esq.,  of  the 
Cross  Hall)  by  whom  he  had  issue ;  and  secondly  to  Blanch,  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Henry  Twyford,  of  Kenwick,  co.  Salop,  Esq.  (and  the  widow  of  William  Stopford,  of 
Bispham,  gent.),  who  was  buried  at  Eccleston,  1st  June,  1606,  without  issue  ;  and  thirdly 
to  Joan,  daughter  of  Thomas  Spencer  (one  of  his  tenants),  and  the  widow  of — .  Harsnape. 
The  licence  for  this  marriage  is  dated  6th  June,  1617,  and  she  died  ist  February,  1657-8, 
leaving  one  legitimate  and  five  illegitimate  children,  the  latter  born  before  marriage. 
(See  Piccope's  MS.  Pedigrees,  Chetham  Library.)  Robert  Hesketh,  Esq.,  who  was 
about  72  years  of  age,  died  on  the  7th  November,  1620.  His  will,  dated  8th  September, 
1620,  was  proved  at  Chester  22nd  December  in  that  year.  His  Inquisition  post  mortem, 
a  very  long  document,  taken  in  1623,  is  in  the  Record  Office.  Thomas  Hesketh,  his  son 
and  heir,  was  50  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death. 

z  At  the  Court  held  I4th  October,  1602,  the  death  of  Richard  Shalcross  the  younger 
was  announced,  his  son  and  heir,  John  Shalcross,  being  under  age.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  184.) 
Being  now  of  age  he  is  ordered  to  attend  and  do  his  suit  and  service. 

3  There  is  at  Chester  the  will  of  John  Whitworth,  of  Newton,  dated  aoth  January, 
1605-6,  and  proved  there  in  1606.     In  this  he  mentions  his  son  John  and  the  latter's  six 
children.      It  seems  probable  that  the  death  of  this  son  John  is  now  announced.     He 
was  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church  on  the  2Oth  March,  1620-1,  as  "John  Whitworth 
of  Newton,  yeoman. "     His  will,  if  he  made  any,  does  not  appear  to  be  at  Chester. 

4  John  Sorocold  was  the  second  son  of  Ralph  Sorocold,  of  Manchester,  vintner  or 
merchant,  who  died  in  1593.      (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  84.)      His  name  occurs  frequently  in 
these  Records  (see  Index  to  vol.  ij. ),  and  he  was  one  of  the  two  Constables  elected 
ist  October,  1607.     By  his  wife,  Mary  Hodges,  he  had  a  large  family.     In  his  will, 
dated  the  2nd   March,    i62o[-i],   he  describes  himself  as   "John  Sorocould  of  Man- 
chester,  merchant,"   and  desired  to  be  buried   "in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester 
near  or  in  the  place  where  my  father  and  mother  lie,   which  is  close  to  the  Great 
Stone  of  my  cosen   Mr  Edmund    Prestwiche,   his   burial   place. "      He  bequeaths  the 
house  he  then  lived  in,  "and  the  licence  which  is  taken  in  my  son  John  Sorocould's 
name  but  to  my  use"  to  his  wife  and  his  seven  younger  children,  Marie,  Thomas,  Owen, 
Ralph,  Anne,  Elizabeth,  and  William,  for  six  years  after  his  decease,  and  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  then  "  I  devise  all  my  said  dwelling  house  at  Smithie  Doare, 
where  I  do  dwell  (which  house  my  father  purchased  of  George  Chatterton  of  the  Leeze 
gent. )  and  also  the  gardens  with  the  house  near  the  churchyard  (which  I  purchased  of 
Roger  Beswicke  of  London)  to  my  said  son  John  for  his  life  and  his  heirs  male,''  with 
remainder  to  Thomas,  Owen,  Ralph,  and  William,  the  testator's  younger  sons  in  tail 
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The  Jurye  doe  find  that  James  Lightbowne1  is  depted  &  that  his 
sonne  is  vnder  age. 

The  Jurie  doe  find  that  George  Choreton2  is  Deceased  and  that 
James  Chorlton  is  his  sonne  and  heire  &  is  att  full  age  and  is  to  come 
&  doe  his  suite  &  service. 

male.  "  Whereas  I  have  purchased  the  Bandlands  of  my  brother[-in-law]  John 
Bradshawe  [of  Broughton,  who  had  married  Margaret  Sorocold,  his  sister]  I  bequeath 
the  same  to  my  wife  for  her  life  and  then  to  my  said  younger  children."  "As  for  the 
old  house,  garden,  lane  and  croft,  which  was  mortgaged  to  me  by  my  brother  John 
Bradshawe  and  is  now  my  own  "  he  bequeathed  them  to  his  wife,  to  be  sold  for  the 
benefit  of  his  younger  children,  and  also  "  the  house  in  Milngate,  which  I  purchased  of 
Samuel  Chetham.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  323.)  His  wife,  Mary,  was  appointed  executrix, 
and  Mr.  Raphe  Prestwiche,  of  Hulme,  Mr.  William  Sparke,  Mr.  John  Gaskin,  and  Mr. 
John  Dawson,  overseers.  Edward  Tacey  [clerk,  the  Curate  of  Manchester,]  was  one  of 
the  witnesses.  It  was  proved  ist  August,  1621. 

1  James  Lightbowne,  of  Manchester,  merchant,  has  already  occurred  in  these  Records 
as  purchasing  lands,  &c.,  in  Manchester.     He  was  the  son  of  John  Lightbowne,  of  Bolton, 
and  appears  to  have  married  Eleanor  Nicholson,  by  whom  he  had  issue.     He  was  buried 
at  the  Collegiate  Church  3rd  April,  1621.    His  will,  dated  26th  March,  1621,  and  proved  at 
Chester  in  that  year,  has  been  printed  by  the  Chetham  Society  (Lane.  &  Cites,   Wills, 
vol.  iij.,  p.  171).     He  mentions  his  burgage  in  the  Mealegate  in  Manchester,  which  he 
leaves  to  John  Lightbowne,  his  eldest  son,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  provided  that  Eleanor, 
the  testator's  wife,  shall  enjoy  the  same  till  his  son  John  is  of  age,  and  then  she  is  to  have 
the  half  of  it  for  her  life.     His  land  at  Stockport  was  to  be  sold,  and  ^150  paid  to  his 
wife.     He  names  his  wife's  aunt,  Elizabeth  Nicholson,  and  his  brother-in-law,  Francis 
Nicholson,  of  London,  merchant,  Ellin  Rowson,  widow  of  Thurston  Rowson,  late  of 
Stockport,  deceased,  and  adds,  "I  give  to  John  Lightbowne  my  eldest  sonne  twentie 
pounds  and  to  James  Lightbowne  my  sonne  twentie  pounds  and  to  Nathan  Lightbowne 
my  sonne  twentie  pounds  in  consideracon  of  the  lyke  sume  which  Thurstan  Rowson  late 
of  Stockport  deceased  was  desirous  they  should  have  of  the  goods  and  chattalls  which  I 
enjoye  for  them."  He  also  mentions  Richard  and  Ellen  Lightbowne,  "sonne  and  daughter 
of  my  brother  William  Lightbowne  late  deceased;"  "my  brother  in  lawe  James  Glas- 
brooke  and  Alice  his  wife;"  "my  brother  John  Lightbowne  and  Anne  his  wyfe"  "my 
brother  in  lawe  Thomas  Briddocke  and  Margaret  his  wyfe  my  sister;"  and  "my  servant 
Richard  Radcliffe. "     "To  my  daughter  Elizabeth   Lightbowne  five  pounds  over  and 
besides  her  filiall  porcon  in  liewe  of  fyve  poundes  which  my  late  father  John  Lightbowne 
bequeathed  unto  her  by  his  last  will  and  testament."     Small  legacies  are  also  left  to 
"John  Rowson  of  Stockport,  to  Thomas  Rowson  his  brother  and  to  Sibele  Rowson  their 
sister;"  "to  Ambrose  Nicholson  of  Redishe  Greene;"  "to  Thomas  Lightbowne  of 
Hally well  neare  Bolton  ; "  " to  Alexander  Lightbowne  of  Boulton. "    Mr.  [Edward]  Tacey, 
one  of  the  chaplains  of  the  Collegiate  Church,  was  to  have  2os.  to  preach  the  testator's 
funeral  sermon.     There  is  also  mention  of  Marie,  wife  of  Edward  Holbrooke,  and 
Margaret,  wife  of  John  Gaskell,  and  Ellen,  wife  of  Lawrence  Owen,  the  said  John  Gaskell 
and  Lawrence  Owen  being  appointed  executors.     The  testator's  wife,  Eleanor,  married 
secondly,  at  the  Collegiate  Church,  Manchester,  3oth  January,  1626-7,  John  Dawson, 
of  Manchester,  attorney,  and  was  buried  there  8th  May,  1640.    Another  daughter  of  the 
testator,    not   mentioned   in   his  will,    was   Ann,    who  married  Thomas  Minshull,  of 
Manchester,  apothecary,  who  in  1644  purchased  the  Chorlton  Hall  estate.    John  Light-, 
bowne,  the  testator's  son  and  heir,  at  this  time  under  age,  became  a  barrister  of  Gray's  Inn, 
and  entered  his  pedigree  at  the  Lancashire  Visitation  of  1664-5. 

2  At  the  Court  held  3Oth  September,  1613,  it  was  returned  that  George  Chorlton,  of 
Bradford,  was  dead,  and  that  James  Chorlton,  his  son  and  heir,  was  under  age.     (See 
vol.  ij.,  p.  285.)     Having  now  come  of  age  he  is  ordered  to  do  his  suit  and  service. 
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The  Jurye  doe  find  that  Gyles  Edge  of  Worsley  hath  purchased 
of  Charles  Leigh  one  mesuage  wth  thappurtnnces  in  market  stid  lane 
and  is  to  come  in  and  Doe  his  suit  and  service  Jurl  est  Dno  fecitq} 
fidelita?  &c. 

The  Jurye  Doe  find  that  Rofet  Hulton1  is  deceased  and  that 
George  Hilton  is  his  graund  child  and  next  heire  viz  sonne  and  heire 
of  George  Hilton  sonne  and  heire  of  the  said  Rofet  Hulton  &  is 
vnder  age. 

The  Jurie  doe  find  that  John  Beswicke  hath  purchased  of  Wiitm 
Bell  certaine  lands  in  S*  Marye  gate  and  Milnegate  and  is  to  come 
in  &  doe  his  suit  and  service  JurJ  est  Dno  fecitq}  fidelita?  &c. 

The  Jurye  doe  find  that  Roger  Neild  hath  purchased  of  Thomas 
Watson  one  messuage  in  the  Deanesgate  late  in  the  occupacon  of 
Thomas  Swarland  and  is  to  come  in  and  doe  his  suit  &  service  JurJ 
est  Dno  fecitq}  fidet  &c.  . 

The  Jurie  doe  find  that  Thomas  Lathome2  deceased  hath  a  sonne 
named  Edmund  Lathome  who  is  his  heire  and  att  full  age  and  is  to 
come  in  and  doe  his  suit  and  service.  Jura?  est  Dno  fecitq}  fidelita? 
&  admis'S  est  tenens.

1  The  name  of  Robert  Hulton,  or  Hilton  as  it  is  often  written,  has  frequently  occurred 
in  these  Records.     (See  Index  to  vol.  ij.)     He  was  elected  one  of  the  two  Constables  on 
the  8th  October,  1601.     The  will  of  Robert  Hilton,  of  Manchester,  "whiteawer,"  dated 
i6th  April,  1621,  was  proved  at  Chester,  27th  August,  in  that  year.     In  it  he  mentions 
Anne,  his  wife  ;   Adam,  his  son  ;   Alice,  his  daughter  ;   Anne  Ellor,  his  daughter  ;  and 
his  son-in-law,  Edward  Ellor,  and  their  children,  not  named.     One-half  of  his  lands  in 
Manchester  he  gave  to  his  son  Ralph  for  his  life,  the  other  half  to  his  wife  for  her  life  ; 
and  after  her  death  then  to  the  said  Ralph  and  his  heirs  male,  with  remainder  to  the  said 
Adam  and  his  heirs  male,  and  remainder  to  George  Hilton,  "  son  of  my  late  son  George, 
deceased,"  and  his  heirs  male. 

2  At  the  Court  held  28th  April,  1603,  Thomas  Lathom  was  found  to  be  the  son  and 
heir  of  George  Lathom,  of  Irlam,  Esq.     (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  187,  where  a  long  note  relating 
to  his  family  history  is  given.)     He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Ashton,  of 
Bamfurlong,  co.  Lancaster,  the  marriage  settlement  being  dated  2Oth  November,  1582. 
He  was  buried  at  Eccles  1st  June,  1615,  and  his  will,  dated  2Oth  February,  1614-15,  was 
proved  at  Chester  in  that  year.

that  there  shalbee  assessed  and  taxed  this  yeare  by  the  myselayers  a 
competent  some  of  monye  for  the  repaire  of  the  said  staires  and  the 
same  to  bee  paid  to  the  Constables  for  the  time  beinge  whome  wee

1599-1600.  He  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Richard  Fox,  who  was  living  in  Manchester  in 
1568,  and  whose  death  was  announced  at  the  Court  held  2Oth  April,  1587.  (See  vol.  ij., 
p.  12.)  His  brother,  James  Fox,  is  occasionally  mentioned  in  these  Records,  and  he  had 
a  sister,  Ellen,  married  to  Nicholas  Hartley,  a  rich  Manchester  merchant  (see  vol.  ij., 
p.  25i«),  and  another,  Alice,  married  to  Edward  Tickhill,  of  Manchester,  apothecary. 

In  his  will,  dated  loth  February,  1621-2,  and  proved  at  Chester 
I3th  August,  1622,  he  calls  himself  " of  Manchester,  merchant."  "  First  I  give  to  my 
son  Jasper  my  now  dwelling  house  with  my  lands  lying  in  the  middle  of  the  Deansgate, 
being  my  ancient  inheritance,  for  his  life,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  certain  writings 
lying  in  the  hands  of  Mr  William  Sparke,  being  ready  drawn  up  but  not  sealed,  and 
my  will  is  he  shall  not  have  power  to  alienate  the  same,  only  reserving  my  wife's  thirds 
out  of  the  same  during  her  life.  And  the  rest  of  my  lands  at  the  end  of  the  Deansgate, 
which  I  purchased  of  Mr  Shalcrosse  [see  vol.  ij.,  p.  309]  and  Mr  Adam  Byrom  as  also 
all  the  lands  lying  in  the  Mealegate,  also  purchased  of  Mr  Shalcrosse  [see  vol.  ij.,  p.  309] 
(my  wife's  thirds  being  reserved  out  of  the  same),  and  all  the  rest  thereof  I  give  to  my 
loving  friend  M'  Adam  Smyth  of  Chorlton,  and  to  my  son  in  law  Edward  Holbrooke 
and  John  Gaskell,  for  21  years  as  feoffees  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  my  children  under 
written,  viz.,  Richard  ffoxe,  my  son,  if  living  and  he  come  for  his  portion  during  the  said 
term,  and  Robert,  Edward  and  George  ffoxe  my  sons,  and  Elizabeth  ffoxe,  Anne  ffoxe, 
Marie  Houlbrooke  and  Grace  ffoxe,  my  daughters  equally  between  them.  And  after 
the  said  term  I  give  the  same  to  my  said  son  Jasper  ffoxe  for  his  life,  with  remainder  to 
his  heirs."  He  made  his  wife,  Margaret  ffoxe,  sole  executrix,  and  his  brother-in-law, 
Mr.  Robert  Hardie,  and  his  brother,  James  ffoxe,  supervisors. 
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Jasp  [Jasper]  ffoxe  is  his  sonne  and  heire  and  is  to  come  in  and  Doe 
his  suite  and  service  to  the  lord  of  this  mannor.  Jur)  est  Dno  fecitq} 
fidelita?  et  admiss  est  tenens.

inhabitant  Doe  give  suerties  for  his  or  theire  good  behaviour  and  that 
they  shall  not  bee  chargeable  to  this  Towne  of  Manchester  vppon 
paine  to  euie  [every]  Burgesse  or  ffreehoulder  soe  offendinge  xx9 
And  that  these  offences  bee  inquired  of  and  prsented  hereafter  by 
the  Constables  att  our  seuall  [several]  Leets  heere  to  bee  houlden 
vppon  the  penaltie  of  x"  for  euie  such  Default  by  them  soe  comitted 
after  this  sixth  day  of  May  1622.

said  wittm  Thorpe  in  vj8  viijd  And  for  his  further  punishm*  of  his  ffact 
wee  referre  him  to  mr  Stewards  Discrecon.

The  Jury  doe  find  that  wiftm  Kenyon  was  chosen  one  of  the 
Skevingers  for  the  markettstidlane  for  the  last  yeare  and  hath  not 
come  in  to  take  his  oath. 

The  Jurye  doe  find  that  Robert  Cowpe  was  likewise  elected 
Skevinger  for  the  markettstidds  and  took  not  his  oath. 

The  Jury  Doe  find  that  John  Haughton  was  chosen  officer  to 
prsent  those  woh  did  not  keepe  their  mastie  dogs  musseled  and  hath 
not  come  in  to  take  his  oathe. 

The  Jurye  doe  find  the  like  default  in  James  Hoult  for  the  rriket- 
stidlane.

1  This  John  Holcroft,  from  the  statement  that  he  was  now  (1624)  of  full  age,  is 
probably  to  be  identified  with  John  Holcroft,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Holcroft  and 
Margaret  (Cleydon)  his  wife,  who  were  married  at  Ashton-under-Lyne,  5th  August, 
1600.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  246 n).  John  Holcroft  was  baptised  at  Ashton-under-Lyne,  on 
22nd  November,  1601,  and  about  1625  he  married  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of 
John  Hunt,  of  Manchester,  gent.  The  deed  of  purchase  of  the  Nuthurst  estate  is  dated 
I2th  June,  1623,  and  the  purchase  money  was  ^1,970.  John  Holcroft  is  there  called 
John  Holcroft,  of  Lymehurst,  gent.  This  estate  was  sold  in  1627  to  Nathan  and 
Samuel  Jenkinson,  of  Woodhouses,  in  the  parish  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  for  the  same 
sum.

1  The  Gibbet,  or  Pillory,  was  referred  to  at  the  Court  held  8th  April,  1624.  (See  p.  80.) 
The  Pillory  was  a  raised  wooden  platform,  having  an  upright  framework  some  6  or  7  feet 
high  fastened  on  to  it.  Across  this  was  a  horizontal  board  in  which  were  holes,  through 
which  a  man's  head  and  his  two  arms  or  wrists,  stretched  out  at  full  length,  could  be  placed, 
and  the  punishment  consisted  in  exposing  a  man  thus  fixed  to  the  gaze  of  the  people  for 
a  certain  number  of  hours.  Whilst  "gibbetted"  in  this  defenceless  position  he  became 
the  target  of  all  manner  of  articles,  filth  and  dirt,  which  were  flung  at  him  by  any  of  the 
bystanders,  who  cared  to  use  stronger  missiles  than  mere  words  or  abuse.  A  drawing  of 
the  Manchester  Pillory,  and  the  Market  Cross  near  to  it,  as  it  existed  towards  the  end  of 
the  last  century,  is  preserved  in  one  of  Barritt's  MSS.  in  the  Chetham  Library,  and  has 
been  copied  in  the  Records  of  Manchester,  1868.  In  an  account  of  Manchester  in  1772 
(Manchester  Collectanea,  vol.  ij.,  p.  213,  Chetham  Society),  the  writer  says :  "I  come  to 
the  old  Market  Cross,  with  the  stocks  [and]  pillory,  nicknamed  the  tea-table,  upon  which 
I  have  seen  them  dance,  when  whipped  by  the  beadle."  Another  writer,  in  his  Recollec- 
tions of  Manchester  in  the  early  part  of  this  present  century  (ibid  p.  252),  thus  describes 
the  pillory,  which  was  then  a  moveable  erection.  In  the  Market  Place,  "  nearly  opposite 
the  Bull's  Head,  the  pillory  was  occasionally  erected  for  the  punishment  of  wrong-doers. 
It  consisted  of  a  strong  post  about  20  feet  high,  with  four  stays  at  its  insertion  into  the 
ground  to  support  it.  About  IO  feet  from  the  ground  was  a  circular  stage  or  platform, 
large  enough  to  allow  several  persons  to  stand  on  it.  Four  or  five  feet  above  this  was 
fixed  across  the  post,  horizontally,  a  board  about  5  feet  long  and  18  inches  deep,  and  in 
this  cross-piece  were  three  holes  or  apertures,  the  largest  and  most  central  for  the  head 
and  the  other  two  for  the  hands  or  wrists  of  the  offender.  Locked  fast  in  these  holes, 
his  feet  on  the  stage  below,  and  unable  to  move  his  head,  the  pilloried  offender  stood  for 
the  prescribed  time,  to  endure  not  only  the  jeers  and  laughter  of  the  bystanders,  or  their 
angry  revilings,  but  the  more  substantial,  painful  and  ignominious  degradation  of  being 
pelted  with  decayed  fruit,  rotten  eggs,  fragments  of  cabbages,  stinking  fish,  and  other 
disagreeable  missiles,  some  of  them  scarcely  so  soft  as,  if  in  other  respects  less  offensive, 
than  those  just  named."

Therefore  it  is  agreed  by  the  Steward 
of  the  said  Court  that  the  same  skin  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  at  the  said  price  or 
more,  and  that  all  the  money  so  received  and  had  shall  be  distributed  and  disposed  of 
according  to  the  form  of  the  statute  therefore  made  and  provided.

[PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  THE  PLAGUE.] 

The  Jurye  of  this  present  Leete  duelie  consideringe  the  great 
perill  of  theis  contagious  tymes  And  the  fearefull  miseries  wherevnto 
the  poore  inhabitants  of  this  towne  are  like  to  bee  exposed  if 
Almightie  god  doe  send  the  plague  of  pestilence  amongst  vs 
earnestlie  desireinge  (if  it  bee  gods  good  will)  to  pVent  the  first  or 
to  the  latter  by  good  order  to  give  some  ease  (if  god  doe  soe  afflict 
vs)  have  thought  fitt  to  nominate  and  doe  hereby  order  and  apoint 
theis  twelve  psons  whose  names  are  herevnder  written  to  be  aydinge 
and  assistant  to  the  Constables  and  to  doe  in  theire  seuall  devisions 
as  followeth. 

ffirst  that  once  in  euie  [every]  weeke  (at  the  least)  either  iointlie 
or  seuallie  [severally]  in  theire  seuall  [several]  devisions  enquirie 
shalbee  made  (by  them  the  said  officers  in  euie  house  and  familye 
what  psons  or  goods  are  intertayned  to  lodge  inhabite  or  bee  in  the 
said  house  or  familye  and  if  it  shall  appeare  that  any  such  pson  or 
psons  or  other  thinge  bee  intertayned  or  received  as  may  bee  pillous 
[perilous]  or  noysome  vnto  this  towne  the  same  prsentlie  to  bee  made 
knowne  vnto  the  Constables  and  such  speedie  course  to  bee  taken 
for  the  removeale  of  the  said  danger  either  by  imprisonm*  of  the 
partye  giveinge  such  intertaynem*  or  by  shuttinge  vp  his  doores  or 
otherwise  as  by  lawe  or  direccons  from  the  Judges  of  the  Assizes  or 
the  Justices  of  the  peace  is  pmitted. 

Yt  is  further  ordered  that  the  said  officers  shall  once  euie  [every] 
three  months  at  the  least  in  theire  seuall  [several]  devisions  make 
due  inquirie  howe  manye  familyes  of  poore  labouringe  people  is 
wthin  theire  seuall  devisions,  by  whom  such  famelies  are  set  to  worke 
and  if  any  in  the  famelie  have  abilitie  of  bodye  and  not  whereon  to

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worke  The  same  pson  to  be  certefied  by  name  and  to  what  familey 
the  same  pson  (hee  or  shee)  Doth  belonge  Together  alsoe  with  the 
names  of  such  men  of  wealth  and  habilitie  wthin  the  said  devisions  as 
are  fitt  to  bee  charged  wth  the  imploym*  and  releife  of  the  said  able 
poore  (the  first  enquirie  and  certificate  to  bee  taken  and  made  to  the 
Churchwardens  for  the  time  beinge  within  fourteene  dayes  next 
ensueinge).

Leete  and  soe  many  more  are  then  to  bee  chosen  to  succeed  in  this 
office  and  that  none  shall  refuse  the  said  office  or  bee  necligent

"  peeche  hide"  (having  been  seised  by  the  officers  called  Sealers  of  Leather  or  one  of 
them  and  alleged  to  be  insufficient  and  illegal  [as  to  the  tanning  &c.])  was  brought  before 
the  Steward  of  this  Court.  The  which  Steward  therefore  so  as  to  try  whether  the  said 
half  skin  were  sufficient  or  not,  according  to  the  form  of  the  statute  in  that  case  provided, 
caused  to  come  and  to  be  impanelled  Richard  Ouldham,  John  Haughton,  Robert  Barlowe, 
William  Bowker,  Richard  Hollins  [and],  Robert  Crowther,  Jurors.  Who  being  elected, 
tried  and  sworn  to  examine  and  judge  as  to  the  truth  of  the  premises,  say  upon  their 
oath  that  the  said  piece  of  skin  is  sufficiently  tanned  but  not  sufficiently  dried,  and  that 
the  said  piece  is  worth  3s  4<>.  Therefore  it  is  agreed  by  the  said  Steward  that  the  said 
piece  of  skin  be  put  up  to  sale  and  sold,  and  that  the  sum  thence  arising  be  disposed  of 
and  distributed  according  to  the  form  of  the  statute  &c.

then  under  age.  This  William  came  of  age  in  or  before  1612  (see  vol.  ij.,  p.  275),  but 
died  in  the  following  year,  being  buried  at  Manchester  gth  September,  1613,  and  leaving 
by  his  wife  Katharine,  daughter  of  Robert  Hyde,  of  Hyde,  co.  Chester,  Esq.,  a  son  and 
heir,  Adam  Hiilton,  then  six  years  of  age.  This  Adam,  who  was  now  (1626)  19  years  of  age, 
was  the  great-grandson  and  next  heir  to  the  William  Hulton,  Esq.,  whose  death  is  now 
announced.

His  Inquisition  post  mortem,  taken  in  1631,  mentions  the  manor  of  Over  Hulton,  and 
messuages  and  lands  there  and  in  Westhaughton  and  Rumworth. 

1  Peter    Walworth,   or  Walwork,   who  is   mentioned  in  these  Records  as  having 
purchased  a  messuage  in  the  Hanging  Ditch  in  1616  (see  vol.  ij. ,  p.  309),  was  the  son  of 
Ellis  Walworth  or  Walwork,  of  Ringley  Fold,  and  brother  of  Nathan  Walworth,  the 
founder  of  Ringley  Chapel,  whose  interesting  letters  to  Peter  Seddon  have  recently  been 
printed  by  the  Chetham  Society,  vol.  cix.     In  his  will  dated  28th  May,  2  Charles  [1626], 
and  proved  at  Chester  27th  May,  1627,  he  styles  himself  as  of  Ringley,  in  the  parish  of 
Prestwich,  yeoman,  and  desired  to  be  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  Prestwich,  near  his 
late  wife,  Katherine.     His  house,  land,  &c. ,  at  Ringley,  of  which  he  had  a  lease  from 
the  Earl  of  Derby,  he  left  to  his  son,  Ellis  Walworth  ;  and  a  messuage  in  Manchester, 
which  he  had  purchased,  to  his  son,  Nathan.     A  tenement  bought  of  William  Boardman, 
in  Clifton,  late  in  the  occupation  of  Adam  Rothwell,  he  left  to  his  son,  Nathan,  and  his 
daughter  Sara,  Walworth.     One  half  of  his  goods  to  go  to  his  three  children,  Ellis, 
Nathan,  and  Sara  Walworth.     Small  legacies  are  left  to  his  daughter,  Mary,  wife  of 
Hugh  Parr,  and  Hester,  their  daughter,  and  to  his  daughter,  Hester,  wife  of  William 
Wilson.     He  appoints  his  two  sons  executors,  and  his  two  sons-in-law  overseers.     The 
total  of  his  inventory,  farming  stock,  household  goods,  &c.,  is  .£287  133.     Peter  Seddon 
and  Robert  Seddon  were  two  of  the  witnesses  to  the  will,  and  two  of  the  appraisers  of 
his  goods,  &c.

2  The  purchase  of  "the  nearer  Tew  Field"  by  William  Spark,  gent,  fiom  Ralph 
Hulme,  has  already  been  recorded  at  the  Court  held  27th  April,   1620.     (See  p.  22.) 
The  sale  of  the  field  called  ' '  the  Tueffield, "  in  Manchester,  from  William  Sparke,  of 
Manchester,  gent.,  to  George  Tipping,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  bears  date  2nd  August, 
1626,   and  the  field  is  said  to  have  been  lately  purchased  from  Ralph  Hulme,  late  of 
Manchester,  gent.,  deceased,  and  wherein  Thomasin  Hulme,  widow,  late  wife  of  the 
said  Ralph,  claims  a  third  part  as  her  dower. 

3  This  Mr.  Rillston,  as  shown  by  the  next  note,  was  Edward  Rilston,  B.  D.,  Fellow 
of  Brasenose  College,  Oxford.     He  was  the  son  and  heir  of  James  Rillston,  whose  death 
was  announced  at  the  Court  held  23rd  April,  1579  (see  vol.  i.,  p.  203,  where  is  a  long 
note  on  this  family.)     He  came  of  age  in  or  before  the  3rd  October,  1588.     (See  vol. 
ij.,  p.  30.) 

4  By  an  indenture  made  I2th  July,  1620,  between  "  Edwarde  Rillston  batcheller  in 
Deuinitie  and  ffellowe  of  Brasenose  Colledge  in  the  uniuersitye  of  Oxfford  "  on  the  one 
part,  and  "  Samwell  Tippinge  of  Manchester  Lynendraper  "  on  the  other  part,  the  former 
leased  to  the  latter  for  21  years,  a  shop  with  the  chamber  over  the  same,  now  in  the 
tenure  of  Adam  Holland,  of  Manchester,  "  Lynienman,1'  and  all  that  shop  now  in 
the  tenure  of  Raphe  Wollen,  of  Manchester,  chapman,  and  all  that  chamber  in  the  occu- 
pation of  George  Wirrall,  of  Manchester,   "lynienman,"  with  all  their  appurtenances, 
situate  in  a  street  called  "  the  markett  place,"  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  abutting  on 
the  dwelling  house  of  George  Clarke  on  the  south  part,  on  the  said  street  on  the  north 
part,  on  a  shop  in  the  occupation  of  John  Pressone  on  the  east  part,  and  the  street  which 
cometh  from  the  Smithe  Dore  on  the  west  part,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £4,  Samuel 
Tipping  agreeing  to  pay  the  yearly  rent  of  I2d.  due  to  the  chief  lord  of  the  fee.     This 
lease  is  signed  "  Edward  Rilston,"  in  the  presence  of  Thomas  Rillston,  Thomas  Moore, 
and  George  Hardman.     This  is  evidently  the   property    which   was   bought  by  Mr. 
Samuel  Tipping,  as  named  in  the  text.

1  At  the  Court  held  1st  October,  1612,  John  Orrell  was  returned  as  son  and  heir  to 
his  father,  William  Orrell,  deceased,  and  was  then  24  years  of  age.     (See  vol.  ij. ,  p.  274. ) 
He  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Christopher  Anderton,  of  Lostock,  Esq.,  who  survived 
him,  but  by  whom  he  had  no  issue.      He  was  buried,  strange  to  say,  at  the  Collegiate 
Church,  Manchester,  on  the  2ist  January,  1626-7,  tne  Register  describing  him  as  "John 
Orrell  of  Turton  in  the  parish  of  Bolton  Esquire."     Neither  his  Inquisition  post  mortem. 
nor  his  will,  if  he  made  any,  are  known.     He  was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  William 
Orrell,  Esq.,  who  by  deed  dated  igth  July,  1628,  sold  the  Turton  estate  to  Humphrey 
Chetham,  of  Clayton,   Esq.,  so  well  known  as  the  founder  of  Chetham  College  and 
Library.     An  abstract  of  the  will  of  "Alice  Orrell  widow  of  John  Orrell  of  Turton, 
Esquire,''  dated  2Oth  November,  1647,  and  formerly  preserved  at  Chester,  but  now  lost, 
is  given  in  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Wills  (Chetham  Society),  N.S.  vol.  iij. ,  p.  239. 

2  At  the  Court  held  3<Dth  September,  1574,  John  Bradshaw  was  returned  as  son  and 
heir  to  his  father,  John  Bradshaw,  Esq.,  and  then  of  full  age  (see  vol.  i.,  p.  168),  being 
then,  according  to  his  father's  Inquisition  post  mortem,  22  years  of  age.     He  married 
Isabel,  daughter  of  Peter  Ashton,  of  Spalding,  co.  Lincoln,  Esq.   (the  second  son  of 
James  Ashton,  of  Chadderton,  co.  Lane.,  Esq.),  by  whom  he  had  a  large  family.     He 
was  buried  at  Bolton,  3ist  December,  1626.     His  will  is  not  at  Chester,  but  the  inventory 
of  his  effects,   dated  loth  January,   1626-7,   is  there  preserved.     His  Inquisition  post 
mortem  is  not  known.     John  Bradshaw,  his  son  and  heir,  was  living  in  1664,  when  he 
entered  his  pedigree  at  the  Visitation  of  Lancashire  taken  in  that  year,  being  then  81 
years  of  age. 

3  Reference  was  made  to  the  Winter  family  and  to  Edward  Shepherd,  husband  of 
Margaret  Winter,  at  the  Court  held  5th  October,  1620.     (See  p.  29.)     It  appears  from 
that  and  the  present  entry  that  Thomas  Winter,  whose  name  occurs  occasionally  in 
vol.  ij.  (see  Index),  had  died  before  1620,  leaving  a  widow,  Jane  Winter,  and  a  daughter 
and  heiress,  who  had  married  Edward  Shepherd.     It  is  probable  that  Jane  Winter,  the 
widow,  was  now  dead,  and  that  Margaret  had  inherited  all  her  father's  lands.

1  This  entry  is  rather  difficult  to  understand.  Samuel  Mosley  was  one  of  the  younger 
sons  of  Oswald  Mosley,  gent,  (son  of  Edward  Mosley,  of  Houghend),  who  in  1595 
purchased  Garrett  Hall.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  104.)  He  died  in  1622,  but  his  death  has  not 
hitherto  been  noticed  in  these  Records.  His  will,  dated  2Oth  December,  1621,  was 
proved  at  Chester,  igth  February,  1621-2.  In  it  he  leaves  Garrett  Hall  and  land  there 
to  his  youngest  son,  Francis,  so  that  the  only  way  in  which  to  reconcile  the  entry  in  the 
text  with  the  will,  is  to  conclude  that  between  the  years  1622  and  1627  some  arrangement 
was  made  between  the  brothers,  by  which  Samuel,  the  elder  of  the  two,  became  possessed 
of  lands  in  Garrett.  In  this  will  Oswald  Mosley,  describing  himself  "as  of  the  Garrett, 
gent. ,"  desired  to  be  buried  in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester,  amongst  his  ancestors. 
He  bequeathed  all  his  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  in  Moston  "to  Oswald  Mosley,  son  and 
heir  apparent  of  Oswald  Mosley,  deceased,  late  son  and  heir  apparent  of  me  the  said 
Oswald  Mosley  and  his  heirs  for  ever."  "To  Francis  Mosley,  my  youngest  son,  all 
those  messuages  lands  &c.  in  Deansgate,  which  I  lately  purchased  from  Sir  Edward 
Mosley  Knt. ,  His  Majesty's  Attorney  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  commonly  called  the 
Tiblane  fildes,  to  hold  during  the  life  of  William  Earl  of  Derby,  and  after  the  decease  of 
the  said  Earl,  I  bequeath  the  same  to  Rowland  Mosley  and  Samuel  Mosley,  my  other 
two  sons,  during  the  life  of  Alice,  Countess  of  Derby,  and  wife  of  the  said  William,  and 
after  the  determination  of  the  said  estates,  I  bequeath  the  remainder  and  reversion  thereof, 
together  with  all  my  capital  messuage  called  the  Garret,  with  all  the  appurtenances, 
which  I  lately  purchased  of  Thomas,  Lord  Gerrard,  deceased,  to  the  said  Francis  Mosley 
and  his  heirs  male,"  with  remainder  in  tail  male  to  Samuel  Mosley,  Rowland  Mosley,  and 
Oswald  Mosley,  the  grandson,  and  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  said  Francis  Mosley  for  ever. 
And  ' '  whereas  I  the  said  Oswald  hold  certain  lands  &c.  lying  in  the  park  of  Alporte  and 
Alporte  filde,  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  containing  26  acres  by  the  demise  of  William, 
Earl  of  Derbie,  for  the  term  of  20OO  years,  I  give  to  the  said  Samuel  Mosley  all  those 
closes  in  Alport  filde,  containing  14  acres  to  hold  during  the  residue  of  the  said  term, 
and  all  those  closes  in  Alporte  park  aforesaid  containing  12  acres  I  give  the  same  to  the 
said  Rowland  Mosley  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term. "  After  payment  of  his  debts  all 
the  furniture  "in  my  house  called  Garrett"  is  left  to  the  said  Francis.  To  his  (the 
testator's)  daughter,  Margaret,  ' '  who  married  herself  without  my  privity  "  .£200  (including 
£50  given  to  her  by  Isabel  Tipping,  her  grandmother),  "  so  that  she  the  said  Margaret 
satisfy  her  father  or  his  executors  that  she  is  the  lawful  wife  of  John  Vawdry,  son  and 
heir  apparent  of  John  Vawdry,  of  Ryddinge,  co.  Chester,  Esq.,"  and  so  as  the  said  John 
the  father,  or  John  the  son,  assure  to  the  said  Margaret  lands  to  the  yearly  value  of  £20 
for  her  life.  To  the  said  Samuel  Mosley  ^133,  because  the  same  sum  had  already 
been  paid  to  Rowland  Mosley  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator.  To  the  said  Samuel  and 
Rowland  .£200  each  more.  The  said  Francis  Mosley  and  James  Massye,  of  Hindley, 
co.  Lane.,  Esq.,  are  appointed  executors.  Oswald  Mosley,  the  testator,  married,  at 
Stockport,  1 3th  February,  1616-17,  f°r  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth,  the  eldest  daughter 
of  Richard  Gerard,  B.  D. ,  Rector  of  Stockport,  co.  Chester,  but  had  no  issue  by  her. 
His  first  wife  was  Cicely,  daughter  of  Richard  Tipping,  of  Manchester,  gent. ,  by  whom 
he  had  the  four  sons  and  one  daughter  above  named,

2  A  "fall"  of  land  represents  a  square  "pole"  or  "perch,"  of  which  there  were 
160  to  ^the  acre.     In  the  statute  acre  a  "fall"  would  therefore  represent  30^  square 
yards,  and  in  the  large  Cheshire  and  Lancashire  measures  64  square  yards.     This  term 
not  unfrequently  occurs  in  deeds,  &c.,  of  the  1 7th  and  i8th  centuries.

His  Inquisition  post  mortem,  taken  gth  Charles,  shows  him  to 
have  died  seised  of  the  manor  of  Holme  or  Hulme,  and  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  there  and 
in  Manchester,  Salford,   Crumsall,  Oldham,  Crompton,  Chorlton  alias  Chorlton  Roe, 
Rusholme,  Fallowfield,  and  Withington,  all  in  co.  Lane.    His  will,  dated  2Oth  February, 
1628-9,  was  proved  at  Chester  4th  March  in  that  year.     He  desired  to  be  buried  in  the

The  Jurye  Doe  finde  that  Cecilye  Edwards  of  Manchester  hath 
purchased  of  mr  John  Holcrofte4  &  Margarett  his  wyffe  ctaine  [cer- 
tain] lands  in  Manchester  in  the  Markettstreete  Lane  nowe  in  the 

"I  make  Margaret  my  wife,  Ellis  Prestwich  my  brother,  John  Prestwich  and  Richard 
Prestwich  my  sons,  executors  of  this  my  will  and  I  entreat  my  good  friend  Sir  Cecil 
Trafford  to  be  overseer  of  the  same."  The  inventory  of  his  effects  was  taken  9th  March, 
1628-9,  by  George  Birch,  gent.,  John  Hough,  Robert  Birch,  and  others.  It  is  a  very 
long  document,  specifying  the  contents  of  the  various  rooms  at  Hulme  Hall  and  else- 
where. Some  items  are  quaint  and  curious.  In  "the  great  parlor"  there  was  "one 
Coach  chair"  valued  at  £4,  and  "  12  pictures  of  Sibbells"  £\,  and  in  a  closet  in  the 
same  room,  "in  boxes  and  vennis  glasses,"  j£i.  In  another  room  there  was  "a  cover- 
ing of  Grace  work  ''  valued  at  £i  IDS.  "  The  Chappel  "  was  evidently  devoted  to  secular 
uses,  for  it  contained  "two  musketts  a  caliver  and  furniture"  for  the  same,  "armour 
for  two  men  "  and  "one  pole  axe  and  a  battle  axe."  The  books  were  valued  at  £iS, 
and  "two  watches"  at  £15,  and  there  was  "in  silver  and  gilt  plate,"  ^no  2s.  6d. 
The  total  amount  of  the  inventory  was  ,£1,502  us.  6d.,  a  large  sum  at  that  time.

such  as  have  come  to  Inhabitt  wthin  this  Towne  within  the  time  of 
three  yeares  last  past,  that  they  may  become  bound  as  aforesaid  or 
otherwise  bee  amerced  from  time  to  time  for  theire  obstinacie  and 
offence  And  that  none  hereafter  prsume  to  inhabite  in  like  manner 
vnles  they  finde  pledges  accordinge  to  Lawe  vnder  &  vpporj  grevious 
amciamts  [amercements]  to  bee  imposed  vpon  them.

The  Jurie  of  this  present  Court  leet  vpon  search  made  Doe 
finde  that  James  Chowerton,  Gyles  Syddall,  Walter  Poole,  William 
Brockholes  &  Thomas  Bredberrie  have  neglected  to  take  theire 
Oathes  vnto  the  seuall  offices  vnto  which  they  were  elected  at 
Michaelmas  leet  last:  Therefore  the  Jurie  of  this  prsent  leete 
Doe  amerce  euerie  of  the  said  parties  in  Two  shillings  six  pence  a 
peece. 

The  Jurie  of  this  present  leet  Doe  amerce  Nicholas  Morton,  John 
Johnson,  George  Birch,  Richard  Darwell  and  Thomas  Bre[d]berrie 
for  that  they  have  not  brought  in  theire  presentments  for  theire 
offices  vnto  which  they  were  chosen  at  Michatm"s  leete  last  in  Two 
shillings  a  peece. 


1  The  name  of  William  Sparke,  the  late  Steward,  does  not  occur  again  in  these 
Records  in  that  capacity.  Oswald  Mosley,  Esq. ,  who  was  Steward  at  this  Court,  was 
probably  Oswald  Mosley,  of  Ancoats,  Esq. ,  the  old  Steward,  who  died  in  November 
in  this  year,  being  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church,  Manchester,  nth  November,  1630, 
,et  47. 
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The  Jurie  Doe  finde  that  George  Tipping,1  John  Gee-  and 
Raphe  Hudson3  gent  are  Departed  this  life  since  Michaelmas  leete 
last  and  that  Samuel  Tipping  iunior,  Edmund  Gee  and  Raphe  Hudson 
gentleme  theire  seuall  heires  are  at  theire  full  Age  and  are  to  come 
in  to  Doe  theire  Suit  and  service. 

1  George  Tipping  was  the  second  son  of  Richard  Tipping,  of  Manchester,  linen  draper, 
who  died  7th  October,  1592.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  68,  where  a  long  account  of  him  will  be 
found.)  He,  like  his  father,  was  a  linen  draper  in  the  town,  and  was  married  at  the 
Collegiate  Church,  Manchester,  7th  September,  1591,  to  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Thomas  Willott,  of  Manchester,  gent.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  48.)  By  her,  who  died  gth  October, 
1629  (a  few  weeks  before  her  husband),  he  had  a  large  family — Edmund,  his  son  and  heir 
apparent,  who  died  unmarried  February,  1628-9,  aged  24  years ;  Thomas,  George, 
Mildred,  and  possibly  others,  who  all  died  young,  and  Samuel,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth, 
who  were  living  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  buried  at  Manchester  29th  October, 
1629,  but  his  will,  if  he  made  any,  is  not  now  at  Chester.  His  Inquisition  post  mortem 
was  taken  6th  Charles.  Samuel  Tipping,  the  eldest  surviving  son  and  heir,  was  baptised 
at  Manchester  25th  December,  1605,  so  that  at  this  time  he  was  24  years  of  age.  He 
died  unmarried  in  1641,  when  his  two  sisters  became  his  co-heirs.  Of  these  Mary,  the 
elder,  married  Peter  Leigh,  of  the  West  Hall,  High  Leigh,  co.  Chester,  and  had  issue, 
and  the  other,  Elizabeth,  married  Richard  Howorth,  of  Manchester,  a  Bencher  of 
Gray's  Inn,  and  had  issue  two  daughters,  who  died  young.  The  following  deed  is  of 
sufficient  interest  to  print  in  extenso  : — 

10  April  1631.  Received  by  mee  Anne  Moseley,  widowe  late  wife  of  Rowland 
Moseley  Esquier  deceased  [late  lord  of  the  manor  of  Manchester.  See  vol.  ij.,  p.  318  w], 
mother  and  Committee  of  the  bodye  and  lands  of  Edward  Moseley,  his  Mat3  Ward, 
sonne  and  heire  of  the  said  Rowland  Moseley,  of  Samuell  Typpinge,  the  younger,  of 
Manchester,  gentleman,  sonne  and  heire  of  George  Typpinge,  gentleman,  deceased, 
the  some  of  twentye  five  shillings  of  lawfull  English  money,  due  and  payable  in  right 
of  the  said  ward,  by  the  said  Samuel  Typpinge,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  George 
Typpinge  (dying  seised  thereof)  for  certain  lands  and  hereditaments  lying  and  being 
in  Manchester  aforesaid,  by  force  and  vertue  of  one  deed  or  writing  indented,  bearing 
date  the  twenteeth  day  of  Januarye  in  the  first  yeare  of  the  Raigne  of  the  late  Queene 
of  England,  Queene  Marye,  made  or  granted  by  or  from  Thomas  West,  late  Lord 
delawarr,  of  the  honorable  order  of  the  Garter,  knight,  unto  one  Robert  Shawe 
of  Northmeyles  and  George  Proudlove  of  Manchester  and  their  heires  (amongst 
other  things)  of  the  said  lands  and  premisess,  whearof  the  said  George  Typping  dyed 
seised  as  aforesaid,  I  say  received  ....  xxvs

Samuel  Tipping,  of  Manchester,  the  elder,  uncle  of  the  Samuel  Tipping  above  mentioned, 
died  unmarried,  and  was  buried  in  the  Collegiate  Church,  Manchester,  on  the  26th 
November,  1633.  By  deed  dated  3rd  November,  1629,  he  conveyed  his  messuages  and 
lands,  &c.,  in  Manchester  to  Sir  Cecil  Trafford,  of  Trafford,  Knt.,  and  others,  in  trust, 
to  the  use  of  himself  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  and  in  default  of  such  issue,  then  to  the 
use  of  Samuel  Tipping  the  younger,  son  of  George  Tipping,  his  brother,  deceased,  and 
the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  and  in  default  of  such  issue,  to  the  use  of  George  Tipping,  son 
of  Richard  Tipping,  son  of  John  Tipping,  his  eldest  brother,  deceased.  The  will  of 
Samuel  Tipping  the  elder,  dated  I3th  April.  1630,  was  proved  at  Chester  4th  December, 
1633.  As  his  death  is  not  mentioned  in  these  Records  it  seems  fitting  it  should  be  referred 
to  here,  as  his  name  so  frequently  occurs. 

__  z  The  name  of  John  Gee  occurs  very  frequently  in  these  Records.  (See  Index  to  vol.  ij.) 
The  one  whose  death  is  now  recorded  is  probably  to  be  identified  with  the  John  Gee 
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The  Jurie  Doe  elect  &  choose  William  Walker  Shooemaker  to 
be  one  of  the  sealers  of  leather  vntill  the  next  Court-leete  houlden  at 
Manchester. 

The  Jurie  Doe  finde  that  Richard  Halliwell  Doth  leave  a  Ditch 

returned  as  son  and  heir  to  his  father,  John  Gee,  deceased,  at  the  Court  held  3rd  April, 
1589.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  31.)  His  father's  Inquisition  post  mortem  shows  him  to  have  been 
37  years  of  age  in  1593,  so  that  he  must  at  this  time  have  been  about  74  years  of  age.  He 
was  Boroughreeve  in  1592-3,  and  one  of  the  two  Constables  in  1595-6.  The  John  Gee 
who  was  Constable  in  1606-7  was  probably  some  relation.  His  will,  as  John  Gee,  of 
Manchester,  gent.,  is  dated  5th  October,  1629,  and  was  proved  at  Chester  2lst  May, 
1630.  He  desired  to  be  buried  within  the  parish  church  of  Manchester,  "under  my  form 
wherein  I  do  usually  sit  in  the  Church,  under  the  great  pulpit  there."  One-third  of  his 
goods  to  "  Elizabeth  Gee  now  my  wife,"  and  two  third  parts  to  Elizabeth,  Joan,  Anne, 
Margaret,  Katherine,  and  Alice,  his  daughters.  Out  of  all  his  burgages,  lands,  &c.,  in 
Manchester  he  left  to  Joseph  Gee,  his  son,  ^40 ;  to  Anne,  Margaret,  Katherine,  and 
Alice  Gee,  his  daughters,  ^10  a  piece ;  to  the  son  and  daughter  of  his  daughter  Elizabeth 
and  John  Slater,  her  husband,  ^10 ;  to  the  children  of  his  daughter  Joan  and  Richard 
Sherdley,  her  husband,  .£10 ;  and  to  all  his  grandchildren  except  Richard  Sherdley's 
children,  5s.  each.  His  wife,  Elizabeth  Gee,  and  Edmund  Gee,  his  son  and  heir,  were 
appointed  executors,  and  "my  loving  Kinsmen  George  Gee  clerk  and  George  Clarke  of 
Manchester  haberdasher"  supervisors.  The  inventory  of  his  goods,  taken  nth  November, 
1629,  by  John  Clarke,  Steven  Gee,  and  others,  amounted  only  to  ^"53  73.  7d.  One  item 
was  "a  seiled  Coate  of  armes,"  valued  at  I2d. 

3  The  name  of  Ralph  Hudson  has  occasionally  occurred  in  these  Records,  where  he 
is  found  serving  on  the  Jury,  and  is  styled  gentleman.  In  1614  he  is  described  as  of 
Ardwick  (see  vol.  ij. ,  p.  292;;),  and  at  the  Court  held  I3th  April,  1615,  ne  an<^  ms  son 
Richard  are  returned  as  having  purchased  a  messuage  near  the  Booths,  the  said  Richard 
being  under  age.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  301.)  In  his  will  dated  loth  February,  l629[-3o], 
and  proved  at  Chester  ist  April,  1630,  he  describes  himself  as  of  Chorlton  Roe,  yeoman. 
He  mentions  his  wife  Anne ;  his  daughter,  Alice  Hudson  ;  his  grandchild,  Anne  Hill ;  and 
his  son-in-law,  Robert  Hill.  Margaret,  his  third  daughter,  who  had  recently  married 
Robert  Leese,  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  his  two  sons,  Ralph  Hudson  and  John  Hudson, 
are  also  mentioned.  "Whereas  I  have  made  my  eldest  son  Raphe  Hudson,  joint 
purchaser  with  me  of  the  messuage  lands  &c.  in  Chorlton  Roe  aforesaid,  wherein  I  now 
dwell.  I  do  also  devise  to  my  said  son  Raphe  all  that  land  that  I  lately  purchased  of 
George  Syddall  of  Milkinslade,  gent,  situate  in  Gorton,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  and 
do  assign  to  him,  after  the  decease  of  his  mother  one  close  called  the  Peele,  which  I  took 
by  lease  of  Robert  Becke,  gent,  during  the  term  of  the  said  lease,  and  I  hereby  charge 
him  that  he  do  not  hinder  my  cosin  John  Thorpe  of  Ashton  under  Lyne  or  his  assigns 
in  the  quiet  possession  of  the  moiety  of  the  said  messuage  and  tenement,  but  that  my 
taid  cosin  may  enjoy  the  same  immediately  after  my  decease,  to  the  use  of  Anne  my  wife, 
according  to  the  true  meaning  of  an  indenture,  bearing  date  the  4th  August  1618. " 
"And  as  concerning  my  son  John  Hudson,  it  is  my  will  that  my  said  son  Raphe  shall 
pay  to  him  £200,  when  21,  and  in  Hew  thereof  I  devise  to  the  said  Raphe  and  his  heirs 
male,  all  the  buildings  &c  in  Manchester  near  to  the  Boothes  or  Boothes  Door,  lately 
purchased  from  Henry  Butterworth,  and  all  the  messuages  &c  in  Manchester  near  the 
west  and  south  sides  of  the  churchyard  of  the  Collegiate  Parish  Church  of  Manchester, 
which  I  heretofore  purchased  from  Laurence  Langley  and  George  Proudlove  of  Man- 
chester, now  deceased,  with  remainder  to  my  said  son  John  and  his  heirs  male,  remainder 
to  the  right  heirs  of  me  the  said  Raphe  for  ever."  His  said  wife  to  enjoy  the  third  part 
of  the  said  messuages  for  her  life.  She  and  his  son  John  were  appointed  executors,  and 
his  loving  brother,  Richard  Hudson,  and  his  son-in-law,  Robert  Hill,  and  John  Thorpe 
and  Charles  Knott  overseers.

From  his  father's  Inquisition /art  mortem,  taken  gth  September,  1613-,  it  appears 
that  he  was  then  5  years  and  4  months  old.  Having  now  come  of  age  he  was  ordered  to 
attend  and  do  his  suit  and  service.  He  subsequently  became  an  active  Parliamentarian 
officer  during  the  Civil  War,  and  as  Major  Birch  took  part  in  the  capture  of  Preston  on 
I3th  February,  1643,  and  as  Colonel  Birch  was  appointed  Governor  of  Liverpool  in  June, 
1644.  An  interesting  account  of  his  life  is  given  by  the  Rev.  J.  Booker  in  his  History  of 
the  Ancient  Chapel  of  Birch  (Chetham  Society),  pp.  90-99.  He  married  in  October,  1623, 
when  only  15  years  of  age,  Alice,  eldest  daughter  of  Thomas  Brooke,  of  Norton,  co. 
Chester,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  a  large  family.  He  died  on  the  6th  August,  1678.

and  dying  before  the  2Oth  April,  1598,  was  succeeded  by  his  son  and  heir,  Richard,  then 
of  full  age.  (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  132. )  The  latter  was  one  of  the  Constables  in  1615-16,  and 
his  death  is  now  reported.  Richard  Morton,  the  elder,  of  Manchester,  whitawer  [or 
tanner  of  white  leather],  made  his  will  25th  February,  i63o[-i],  and  it  was  proved  at 
Chester  1st  May,  1631.  By  it  he  bequeathed  "to  Richard  Morton  my  eldest  son,  his 
heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  all  that  my  messuage  or  tenement  in  Manchester,  wherein 
the  said  Richard  Morton,  my  son,  now  dwells,  heretofore  in  the  occupation  of  Richard 
Leroyd,  clerk  [one  of  the  Chaplains  of  the  Collegiate  Church,  who  died  in  1623],  deceased, 
and  also  all  other  my  messuages,  lands  &c.  in  Manchester  aforesaid,  provided  that  he 
shall  give  security  to  my  executors  for  the  payment  of  ^50  in  manner  following."  To 
his  (the  testator's)  wife  £20,  to  his  sons  Nicholas  and  Ralph  Morton,  each  .£5,  and  to 
his  daughter  Elizabeth  Morton  £20.  To  everyone  of  his  grandchildren,  I2d.;  to  his  son, 
Robert  Morton,  "one  silver  bekar;"  to  his  son-in-law,  Richard  Persivall,  2Os. ;  to  his 
son,  Richard  Morton,  IDS.  The  residue  of  his  goods,  his  debts  being  paid,  he  bequeathed 
to  his  sons  Nicholas  and  Ralph,  and  his  daughters  Anne  Percyvall  (the  wife  of  Richard 
Percyvall),  Elizabeth  Morton,  and  Jane  Smith  (the  wife  of  James  Smith),  equally  among 
them,  his  wife,  Jane  Morton,  to  have  her  thirds  of  all  his  goods,  messuages,  lands,  &c. , 
in  Manchester.  His  two  sons,  Nicholas  and  Robert,  are  appointed  executors,  and  his 
son-in-law,  Richard  Percyvall,  and  his  cousin,  John  Bowker,  overseers,  the  said  John 
Bowker  to  have  55.  in  gold  for  his  pains. 

1  The  name  of  Robert  Neild  has  occasionally  occurred  in  this  volume.  He  was  buried 
at  Manchester  on  the  I3th  April,  1631,  as  "Robert  Neilde  of  Manchester  Attorney." 
His  will,  if  he  made  any,  is  not  now  at  Chester.  His  Inquisition  post  mortem  was  taken 
at  Wigan,  I4th  January,  1631-2.  He  died  seised  of  5  messuages,  2  gardens,  and  6  acres 
of  land  in  Warrington,  purchased  by  him,  and  of  2  messuages,  2  gardens,  and  8  acres  of 
land  in  Warrington,  also  purchased  by  him,  and  of  half  an  acre  of  land  there,  and  a 
messuage,  3  cottages,  6  gardens,  and  15  acres  of  land  there,  late  the  property  of  Richard 
Neild,  deceased,  his  late  father,  after  the  death  of  Ellen  Neild,  his  mother,  and  of 
3  cottages  and  I  acre  of  land  in  Manchester  in  "le  Deanesgate,"  purchased  by  him  from 
Thomas  Goodyear,  and  of  2  messuages  purchased  from  Edmund  Pyecroft  and  Jane 
Beswicke,  and  of  7  acres  of  land  in  Alport  in  Manchester.

Wharmbye1  of  the  Milnegate  is  deceased  &  that  Richard  Holling- 

1  William  Wharmby's  name  has  occasionally  occurred  in  these  Records.  In  the  will 
of  Walter  Nugent,  of  Manchester,  mercer,  made  8th  March,  i6i3[-i4],  and  proved  at 
Chester  on  the  I4th  July,  1614,  he  left  the  one  half  of  his  lands  to  his  wife  Ellen  for  her 
life,  with  remainder  "  to  his  kinsman  William  Wharmby  "  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  and  he 
appointed  him  sole  executor.  (See  vol.  ij.,  pp.  290-1  «.)  He  appears  to  have  been 
the  eldest  son  of  John  Wharmby,  of  Manchester,  butcher,  who  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Edmund  Nugent,  and  sister  of  Richard  Nugent,  the  father  of  Walter  Nugent. 
John  Wharmby  made  his  will  26th  May,  1598,  proved  at  Chester  2oth  June  in  that  year, 
in  which  he  mentions  his  "four  younger  children,"  John,  George,  Margaret,  and  Alice 
Wharmby,  but  strangely  enough  does  not  mention  William,  and  states  that  his  children 
had  had  a  legacy  of  £20  from  his  father-in-law,  Edmund  Nugent.  William  Wharmby 
died  in  December,  1624,  or  in  the  January  following,  and  at  the  Court  held  6th  April, 
1625,  it  was  announced  that  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  William  Wharmby,  deceased,  was 
seised  by  grant  of  her  husband  of  one  messuage  in  the  Milngate,  late  in  his  occupation. 
(See  p.  90.)  The  will  of  William  Wharmby,  of  Manchester,  yeoman,  is  dated  2Oth 
December,  1624,  and  was  proved  at  Chester  i8th  January,  1624-5.  He  desires  to  be 
buried  in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester  "as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place  where  my 
uncle  Nugent  was  buried."  "And  as  touching  my  burgage  &c.  which  I  lately  purchased 
of  George  Barne  [see  p.  85]  and  wherein  I  now  dwell,  I  devise  the  same  to  my  wife 
Elizabeth  Wharmby  and  her  assigns  for  ever,"  charged  with  the  payment  of  403.  for 
seven  years  next  after  my  decease  "  to  my  nephew  Richard  Hollinworth. "  One  half  of 
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worth1  Clarke  is  his  heire  &  is  to  Come  in  &  doe  his  suit  &  service 
.factum  est.

.£100  to  my  said  sister  Alice  Cleyton."  His  wife  to  be  sole  executrix,  and  John  Barlowe, 
tanner,  and  Robert  Harrison,  supervisors,  "and  I  give  them  6s.  8d.  each  and  to  my 
cousin  William  Lea  53."  Edward  Tacey  is  one  of  the  witnesses,  as  also  is  Gerard 
Simkin.  The  will  of  Elizabeth  Wharmby,  widow,  dated  I4th  September,  1632,  was 
proved  at  Chester  22nd  April,  1633,  the  inventory  of  her  goods  being  taken  icth  October, 
1632.  She  mentions  her  brother,  Adam  Halle  ;  her  sister,  Anne,  wife  of  Thomas  Byrom, 
gent ;  and  her  cousin,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Edward  Hunt,  of  Manchester,  tallow  chandler. 
Many  members  of  the  Batson  family  are  mentioned ;  and  also  Adam  Hall,  son  of  her 
said  brother,  Adam  Hall ;  George,  William,  and  Thomas,  other  sons  of  the  said  Adam, 
and  Anne,  Margaret,  and  Mary,  his  daughters. 

1  This  entry  supplies  some  interesting  particulars  relating  to  the  parentage  of  the 
Rev.  Richard  Hollinworth,  the  well  known  author  of  the  MS.  history  of  Manchester, 
entitled  "Mancuniensis,"  and  other  printed  pamphlets,  &c.  He  was  the  son  of  Francis 
Hollinworth,  of  Manchester,  by  his  wife,  Margaret  Wharmby,  who,  as  shown  in  the 
previous  note,  was  the  daughter  of  John  Wharmby,  of  Manchester,  butcher.  His  parents 
were  married  at  the  Collegiate  Church  on  the  26th  May,  1606,  and  he  was  baptised  there 
on  the  1 5th  November,  1607.

(See  vol.  ij. ,  p.  225. )  The 
former  was  70  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  appears  by  his  monumental  brass 
still  in  the  Cathedral,  Manchester,  and  the  latter  was  nearly  24  years  of  age,  having  been 
baptised  at  Manchester  26th  April,  1583.  The  latter  died  gth  November,  1630,  but  his 
death  has  not  previously  been  announced  at  this  Court.  He  married  Anne,  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  Ralph  Lowe,  of  Mile  End,  near  Stockport,  co.  Chester,  gent. ,  who  survived 
him  till  1671.  By  her  he  had  a  family,  then  living,  of  five  sons  and  three  daughters.  His 
monumental  brass,  still  preserved  in  the  Cathedral,  has  been  (like  that  of  his  father) 
engraved  by  Dr.  Hibbert  Ware  in  his  Foundations  of  Manchester,  vol.  ij.,  p.  225.  He 
is  there  depicted  kneeling,  his  five  sons  kneeling  behind  him,  and  facing  his  wife, 
who  is  also  kneeling,  with  three  daughters  on  their  knees  behind  her,  and  under- 
neath an  inscription  in  Latin  as  follows  (translated)  : — "Here  lies  the  body  of  Oswald 
Mosley  of  Ancoates  Esquire,  who  died  the  9th  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1630,  in  the  47th  year  of  his  age,  having  at  the  time  of  his  death  by  Anne  his  wife  him 
surviving,  five  sons  viz.,  Nicholas,  Edward,  Oswald,  Samuel  and  Francis  and  three 
daughters  viz.,  Anne,  Margaret  and  Mary."  His  will  was  not  proved  at  Chester.  Nicholas 
Mosley,  his  son  and  heir,  who  was  baptised  at  Manchester  26th  December,  161 1,  was  now 
of  age,  and  so  was  ordered  to  attend  and  do  his  suit  and  service.

Inkeep  hath  lately  purchased  of  Mr  Clayton1  of  litle  Harwood  Cer- 
taine  lands  in  the  Milnegate  &  is  to  come  into  this  Cort  to  doe  his 
suit  and  seruice  for  the  said  lands  at  or  before  the  Leet  Cort  to  bee 
houlden  at  East"  next  sub  pena  vjs  8a 

1  This  is  the  first  time  the  family  of  Clayton,  of  Little  Harwood,  in  Blackburn  parish, 
has  occurred  as  holding  land  in  Manchester.  The  Mr.  Clayton,  of  Little  Harwood, 
gent,  who  is  referred  to  in  the  text  was  Mr.  John  Clayton,  who  succeeded  his  uncle  of 
the  same  name  in  1625.  (See  Abram's  History  of  Blackburn,  p.  558. )  In  the  Inquisition 
post  mortem  of  the  latter,  taken  1st  October,  1625,  there  is  no  mention  of  any  messuages 
or  lands  in  Manchester,  so  that  it  is  strange  to  find  his  nephew  and  heir  selling  lands 
there  in  1633.  Edward  Clayton,  M.  A.  (brother  of  the  John  Clayton,  of  Little  Harwood, 
who  died  in  1625),  was  head  master  of  the  Manchester  Grammar  School,  and  in  his  most 
interesting  will,  dated  loth  May,  1628,  he  leaves  a  bequest  to  the  town  which  is  worthy 
of  notice.  He  describes  himself  as  '•  Edward  Claiton,  Maister  of  Arts  and  high  master 
of  the  fFree  schoole  in  Manchester,"  and  after  some  other  bequests  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, he  proceeds  "  Item  I  giue  twentie  nobles  [£6  135.  4d.]  to  goe  in  perpetuum  from 
yeare  to  yeare  (or  att  euerie  ffoure  ffive  or  six  yeares  end  changeinge  the  parties  or  persons 
that  shall  have  itt)  to  twoe  poore  honest  laborers  or  tradesmen  in  the  Milnegate  in  Man- 
chester seu'allie  puttinge  in  securitie  sufficient  for  itt,  soe  to  run  from  yeare  to  yeare  or 
diuers  yeares  att  the  discrecon  choise  and  appoint'"*  yearlie  of  Mr  Thomas  Strangwaies 
of  Strangwaies  neare  Manchester  gent. ,  William  Abbott  of  Preston,  John  Claiton,  and 
Thomas  Claiton  my  nephews  and  William  Claiton  th'elder  of  Cunliffe  and  their  suc- 
cessors, for  the  good  of  that  towne  and  streete  especiallie  of  the  Milnegate  in  Manchester 
as  neare  to  the  schoole  howse  as  they  maie  paienge  nothinge  for  thnse  of  itt."

&  that  James  Holland  is  his  sone  &  heire  &  is  at  full  age  &  is  to

The  Jury  doe  find  that  Mra  Margaret  Newgent2  late  of  Man- 
chesf  is  Deceased  and  that  Nicholas  Mossley  sone  &  heire  apparent 

1  Adam  Holland,  of  Newton,  was  the  second  or  third  son  of  Adam  Holland,  of 
Newton,  whose  death  was  announced  at  the  Court  held  6th  April,  1625.     (See  p.  90, 
note  4. )     Certain  messuages  and  lands  in  the  Milnegate,  left  to  him  by  his  father,  are 
referred  to  on  p.  92.     He  married  Alice,  daughter  of  James  Chetham,  of  Nuthurst,  gent. , 
by  whom  he  had  a  large  family.      His  will,  dated  igth  August,  1631,  was  proved  at 
Chester  2nd  August,  1633.     He  desired  that  his  goods  should  be  divided  into  three  equal 
parts ;  one  part  to  Alice,  his  wife,  the  second  part  to  his  children  Joseph,  Theophilus, 
Thomas,  John,  Samuel,  and  Margaret  Holland  equally  amongst  them,  and  the  third  part 
to  his  eldest  son,  James  Holland,  and  the  before-named  children  in  equal  shares.     His 
son  James  and  his  wife  Alice  were  appointed  executors.     The  inventory  of  his  effects  is 
a  long  document  specifying  the  various  articles  in  the  different  rooms  in  his  house. 

2  Mrs.  Margaret  Nugent,  whose  name  has  occasionally  occurred  in  these  Records, 
was  the  daughter  of  Edmund  Goldsmith,  of  Salford,  and  the  widow  of  Richard  Nugent, 
of  Manchester,  mercer,  whose  death  was  announced  at  the  Court  held  2Oth  April,  1609. 
(See  vol.  ij.,  p.  241.)     Their  only  surviving  son,  Walter  Nugent,  was  buried  at  the 
Collegiate  Church,  Manchester,  loth  March,  1613-14,  leaving  no  issue  by  his  wife,  Ellen, 
daughter  of  Anthony  Mosley,  of  Manchester,  gent.     (See  vol.  ij. ,  p.  290. )     This  Ellen 
subsequently  married  for  her  second  husband  Henry  Sewell,  of  Tetlow,  gent.     Mrs. 
Margaret  Nugent  and  Walter  Nugent  gave  a  rent  charge  of  405.  per  annum,  derived 
from  two  houses  in  Manchester,  to  purchase  turves  for  the  poor  of  Manchester  for  ever. 
(See  pp.  63-4  and  pp.  198-204).     She  also  gave  two  chalices  to  the  Collegiate  Church, 
Manchester,  in  1626,  and  was  there  interred  on  the  loth  February,  1630-1.     Her  will, 
which  is  a  long  document,  is  dated  nth  January,   1630-1,  and  was  proved  at  Chester 
1 7th  September,  1631.     With  regard  to  the  two  messuages  in  Fennel  Street  mentioned 
in  the  text,  they,  together  with  other  messuages  and  lands  in  Manchester  and  Salford, 
were  settled  by  deed  dated  26th  April,  1626,  and  made  between  Margaret  Nugent,  of 
Manchester,  widow,  on  the  one  part,  and  Edward  Tacey,  of  Manchester,  clerk,  and 
Francis  Locker,  of  the  same,  draper,  on  the  other  part.     These  messuages,  lands,  &c., 
were  to  be  held  by  the  said  Edward  Tacey  and  Francis  Locker  as  trustees  during  her  life, 
and  after  her  death,  the  messuage  and  tenement  in  the  Fennel  Street,  late  in  the  tenure 
of  Richard  Nugent,  deceased,  and  then  in  the  tenure  of  her,  the  said  Margaret,  was  left 
to  Nicholas  Mosley,  son  of  Francis  Mosley,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  and  his  heirs  for  ever, 
he  paying  £6  per  annum  to  Ellen  Sewall,  the  wife  of  Henry  Sewall,  of  Crumsall,  gent., 
for  her  life,  in  respect  to  her  jointure  out  of  the  said  messuage  and  others,  late  the 
inheritance  of  Walter  Nugent,  her  late  husband.     Remainder,  in  default  of  issue,   to 
Edward,  son  of  James  Chetham  of  Crumsall,  and  his  heirs,  with  remainder  in  equal 
shares  to  Mary  Kendall,  daughter  of  William  Kendall,  late  of  London,  deceased,  and 
her  heirs,  and  to  George  Tipping,  son  of  Richard  Tipping,  late  of  Manchester,  clerk, 
deceased,  and  his  heirs.     Two  other  messuages  near  the  Milne  Bridge,  and  a  barn  there, 
and  a  close  of  land  called  the  Barnfield,  were  settled  on  the  said  Edward  Chetham  and  his 
heirs,  with  remainder,  in  default  of  issue,  to  the  said  Mary  Kendall  and  George  Tipping 
in  equal  shares.     A  shop,  cellar,  and  chambers  near  the  Flesh  Shambles,  in  Manchester, 
were  settled  on  the  said  George  Tipping  and  his  heirs,  and  a  close  in  Salford,  called  the 
Garnett  Acre,  on  her  sister  Isabel,  wife  of  the  said  James  Chetham,  and  two  small  chief 
rents  on  Thomas  Strangwaies,  of  Strangwaies,  gent. ,  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever.     The 
above-named  Francis  Mosley,  gent,  (father  of  Nicholas),  was  a  younger  son  of  Anthony 
Mosley  (of  Ancoats),  who  died  in  March,   1607.      (See  vol.  ij.,  p.  225.)      He  was  a 
clothier,  and  lived  at  Collyhurst,  and  was  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church,  Manchester, 
I4th  October,  1662.

In  it  he  desires  if  he  should  die  at  Manchester  to 
be  buried  "in  the  north  side  He  hard  by  the  pew  where  I  doe  use  to  sit,  and  a  fair  large 
stone  to  cover  the  grave  and  my  name  to  be  set  upon  it,  and  if  I  die  in  Ashton  parish 
then  I  would  be  buried  near  to  my  sons  pew,  and  if  I  die  in  Stockport  then  I  would  be 
buried  at  the  Chancel  end  near  to  the  north  corner  of  it,  about  6  yards  from  the  wall  for 
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The  Jury  doe  find  that  Wiftm  Bowker  JuS  hath  broken  the  Lords 
pound  &  taken  out  his  svvyne  that  were  lawfully  Impounded  ther- 
fore  this  Jury  doe  amerce  the  said  Wiftm  for  his  offence  in  ijs 

The  Jury  doe  amerce  eury  ffreehoulder  wch  hath  made  defalt  of 
Apparance  at  this  pnlte  Leet  in  xijd  &  eury  other  Inhabitant  in  vjd  a 
peece. 

The  Jury  vppon  viewe  made  doe  find  that  Thomas  Becke  of 
Manchestr  &  Thomas  Scoales  of  Crompsall  haue  eyther  of  them  laid 
or  Caused  to  bee  laid  a  Dunghill  in  the  Milners  lane  to  the  annoyance 
of  the  Inhabitants  &  passengers  &  priudice  of  the  high  way  Therfore 

there  was  my  father  and  mother  buried."  In  addition  to  many  small  legacies  to  various 
persons,  who  are  not  named  as  relations,  the  following  are  of  interest.  "  To  my  sister 
in  law  Alice  Walton,  40""  "To  Thomas  Bell  [and]  Allis  Smyth"  ^10.  "To  John 
Bell  and  Elizabeth  Bell,  son  and  daughter  of  my  brother  Robert  Bell  deceased"  £1$ 
each  for  three  years  next  after  their  attaining  the  age  of  21.  "To  my  cosen  John 
Worsley  of  Manchester  40*. "  To  Mrs  Sparke  aos.  To  the  poor  of  Manchester  ^5  and 
to  the  poor  of  Ashton  under  Lyne  parish  405.  "To  my  loving  wife  Maude  Bell  a 
pomander  set  in  gold."  "  To  my  son  William  Bell  a  gold  ring  with  death's  head  upon 
it."  "To  my  daughter  in  law  Anne  Bell  a  gold  ring  with  [the]  posie  'Continue  con- 
stant.'" To  -his  wife,  Maude  Bell,  the  moiety  of  all  his  lands,  &c.,  in  Stockport  and 
Manchester,  for  her  life,  and  the  other  moiety  to  his  son,  William  Bell,  and  if  he  survive 
his  mother  then  he  to  have  all  the  said  lands.  "  And  seeing  that  both  my  son  and 
his  wife  are  young  people,  if  it  should  please  God  to  send  my  said  son  William  a  boy 
or  two,  then  I  know  that  he  will  give  the  elder  son  all  his  lands  at  Synderland,  which  I 
desire  him  to  do,  and  for  such  elder  sons  preferment  because  I  would  have  him  brought 
up  in  his  fathers  steps,  therefore  I  freely  give  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  all  that  land 
that  I  bought  of  Mr  Francis  Mosley,  lying  in  the  Milgate  in  Manchester  (see  p.  170) ; 
and  for  the  younger  son  because  I  would  have  him  brought  up  first  at  the  Grammar 
School,  therefore  I  give  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  all  my  lands  in  Stockport  and  one 
dwelling  house  in  S*  Mariesgate  in  Manchester,  that  I  bought  of  John  Beswicke  and  all 
that  land  I  bought  of  Mr  Pott  lying  at  the  Hyde  Cross  in  Manchester."  (See  p.  141.) 
"To  Mary  Bell  daughter  of  my  son  William  Bell  and  her  heirs  for  ever,  all  that  land 
that  I  bought  of  Mr  Brownesort  [Brownesword]  lying  in  the  Hanging  Ditch  in  Man- 
chester." (See  p.  121.)  "  To  Anne  Bell  daughter  of  my  son  William  Bell  and  her  heirs 
for  ever,  all  that  land  that  I  bought  of  Mr  Grantham,  lying  in  the  Hanging  Ditch,  and 
in  the  Old  Meal  Gate  in  Manchester."  (See  p.  121.)  "If  my  said  son  William  have 
only  one  boy,  then  I  give  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever  all  my  lands  in  Stockport ;  and 
the  said  house  in  S*  Mariesgate,  and  the  lands  at  Hyde  Cross  I  give  to  Mary  Bell  and 
her  heirs  for  ever;  and  to  Anne  Bell  and  her  heirs  for  ever  one  dwelling  house  that  I 
had  of  John  Beswicke  lying  in  S*  Maries  Gate."  If  the  said  William,  the  son,  have  no 
sons,  then  all  the  testator's  lands,  &c.,  were  to  go  to  his  son's  daughters  and  their  heirs 
equally  between  them.  "  I  make  my  loving  son  William  Bell  sole  executor  and  William 
Butler  and  my  cosen  Edward  Byrom  overseers."  Codicil,  dated  nth  July,  1634,  "I 
give  to  my  son  William  Bell  all  my  lands  in  Stockport,  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  and 
all  my  lands  in  Manchester  to  Mary  Bell  and  Anne  Bell  his  daughters  and  their  heirs  for 
ever  after  their  father  and  grandmothers  decease,  and  I  renounce  the  clause  in  my  will 
providing  for  his  children  unborn."  In  the  inventory  of  his  goods  is  this  entry  "  Itm 
Books  at  Synderland  and  Manchester  l8u  10","  the  total  being  .£173  us.  2d.  William 
Bell,  the  son,  is  described  in  the  Ashton  registers  as  "  minister  "or  "  clerk,"  and  some- 
timesas  "gent"only.  The  will  of  Maud  Bell,  of  Sinderland,  widow,  dated  29thMay,  1640, 
was  proved  at  Chester,  I4th  April,  1642.  She  mentions  her  grandchildren,  William  Bell, 
Marie  Bell,  Anne  Bell,  and  Esther  Bell,  and  appoints  William  Bell,  her  son,  sole  executor. 
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the  Jury  doe  order  that  the  said  pties  shall  remoue  their  said  Dunghills 
at  or  before  the  feast  of  Sl  Martin  [Nov.  1 1]  next  cominge  sub  pena 
iij8  iiijd  a  peece.

On  pp.  39-41  the  will  of  Mr.  Edward  Mayes  will  be  found  printed 
in  full.  By  it  he  bequeathed  to  certain  trustees  the  sum  of  ^120 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Manchester,  and  directed  that  this  sum 
should  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
Churchwardens  of  that  parish  and  their  successors,  or  to  some  other 
persons  in  trust.  The  profits  of  these  lands  were  to  be  distributed 
every  Good  Friday,  either  in  money  or  food.  The  following  tran- 
script of  the  original  deed  of  purchase  is  copied  into  Vol.  III.  of  the 
original  Records,  pp.  279-282,  and  it  seems  fitting  that  it  should 
be  here  printed,  so  as  to  appear  in  its  proper  sequence  of  time,  when 
all  the  persons  referred  to  in  it  were  living.  It  is  stated  that  it  was 
copied  into  that  volume  at  the  instance  of  or  by  Oswald  Mosley 
in  1669.

The  Jurie  Doe  find  that  wiftm  Ellor3  is  Deceased,  and  that  Edward 
Ellor  is  his  son  and  heire,  and  is  to  come  in  to  Doe  his  suite  and 
service  vnto  the  Lord  of  this  Manor,  for  his  lands  in  the  Hanging- 
ditch  in  Manchestr .factum  est.

the  said  Samuel  her  son  sole  executor.     He  proved  the  will  i6th  January,  1639-40.

Wee  the  Jurie  of  this  prsent  Leete,  Doe  prsent  Hugh  Lillie  of 
the  Deansgate,  Adam  Hulme  of  the  Deansgate  and  Daniell  Bryan 
of  the  same,  for  sufferinge  theire  Doggs  to  goe  abroad  in  the  Streetes 
to  the  terrour  of  his  Maties  Leige  people,  contrarie  to  an  order  made 
(against  the  same  offences)  at  Michaelmas  leete  last  paste. 

Wee  Doe  likewise  prsent  Robert  Costerdine  for  the  like  offence. 

Wee  the  Jurie  of  this  Court  Leete  Doe  amerce  euerie  freehoulder 
which  haue  made  default  of  aparance  [at]  this  Court,  in  vjd  a  pson 
and  euerie  other  Inhabitant  in  ija  a  pson.

The  Jurie  Doe  find  that  wiftm  Hulme1  of  Broadstone  gen!  is 
Deceased  since  the  last  Courte  Leete,  and  that  his  son  &  heire  is 
vnder  age. 

The  Jurie  of  this  prsent  Courte  Leete  Doe  prsent  that  Robt 
Parker  and  John  Barnes  haue  beene  ellected,  vnto  seuerall  offices, 

1  At  the  Court  held  9th  October,  1623,  William  Hulme  was  returned  as  son  and  heir 
of  Ralph  Hulme,  of  Manchester,  gent.  (See  p.  72,  where  an  account  of  Ralph  Hulme 
is  given.)  He  married  Christian,  daughter  of  Richard  Banaster,  of  Oakenbottom, 
co.  Lane.,  gent.,  the  marriage  licence  being  dated  1st  May,  1630.  By  her,  who  was 
buried  at  Prestwich  I4th  September,  1633,  he  had  two  children,  William,  his  son  and 
heir,  referred  to  in  the  text,  and  a  daughter  Catherine,  who  was  baptized  at  Prestwich 
9th  December,  1633,  and  was  buried  there  in  April,  1634.  His  will,  dated  loth  December, 
and  proved  at  Chester  27th  December,  1637,  has  been  printed  in  full  in  Booker's  History 
of  Didsbury,  pp.  214-16.  He  describes  himself  as  William  Hulme,  of  Hulme,  in  Redich, 
in  the  parish  of  Manchester,  gent.,  and  desired  to  be  buried  "in  my  owne  Chappell 
adioyneing  to  Jesus  Chappell  Win  the  p'ish  Churche  of  Manchester  "  [this  being  the 
chapel  founded  by  his  ancestor,  Ralph  Hulme,  before  1530].  He  bequeaths  2OS.  to 
"  Maister  Hulton  now  minister  att  Ringley  Chappell"  and  .£5  to  the  chapel.  He 
mentions  his  brother.  John  Hulme ;  a  certain  Ellen  Hulme  and  her  two  sons ;  William 
Hulme,  his  son  and  heir,  then  under  age,  and  appoints  his  brother,  John  Hulme,  sole 
executor.  In  the  inventory  of  his  effects  three  houses  are  specially  mentioned,  "his 
house  called  Hulme  in  Redich,"  "his  house  in  Outwood  in  the  parish  of  Prestwich," 
and  "his  house  called  Withingreave  Hall  within  the  towne  of  Manchester,"  at  all  of 
which  he  had  goods  and  chattels.  Two  Inquisitions  were  taken  after  his  death.  Of 
these,  the  first  was  taken  at  Bolton  on  the  I7th  September,  1638,  and  the  second  at 
Manchester  on  the  28th  September,  1641.  As  the  latter  is  the  more  complete  it  will  be 
best  to  give  a  summary  of  its  contents.  It  was  taken  before  Sir  Thomas  Barton,  Knt., 
John  Holcroft,  Esq. ,  James  Winstanley,  Esq. ,  and  Robert  Mawdesley,  Esq. ,  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  Jurors  were  Thomas  Strangwayes,  gent.,  Robert  Asheton,  gent.,  John 
Valentyne,  gent.,  Richard  Wood,  gent.,  Edward  Radcliffe,  gent.,  John  Cudworth,  gent., 
Richard  Whitworth,  gent.,  Samuel  Birch,  gent.,  Nicholas  Walker,  gent.,  Edward 
Walker,  gent.,  John  Soundiford,  gent.,  Richard  Heywood,  gent.,  Thomas  Byrome,  gent., 
and  William  Booth,  gent.,  who  say  upon  their  oath  that  William  Hulme  was  seised  in 
his  demesne  as  of  fee  of  and  in  a  capital  messuage  called  Hulme  Hall,  in  Reddich,  and 
of  certain  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  in  Reddich,  Heaton  alias  Heaton  Norris,  and  With- 
ington,  and  one  messuage  or  burgage  called  the  Withingreave,  in  Manchester ;  other 
messuages,  &c.,  in  Fennel  Street,  in  the  separate  tenures  of  Anne  Holte,  widow,  William 
Holte,  Hugh  Wilson,  Martha  Wilson,  and  Robert  Costerdine ;  cottages, &c.,  near  Shudehill, 
and  6  acres  of  land  called  "Les  Tuefeilds,"  in  Manchester,  and  a  messuage,  lands,  &c., 
in  Ashton-under-Lyne.  These  lands,  &c.,  he  had  settled  by  indenture,  dated  3rd  November, 
1637,  on  Ralph  Worthington,  Esq.,  and  Edmund  Hopwood,  clerk,  as  feoffees.  His  will 
is  also  mentioned,  and  it  is  stated  that  he  had  died  at  Hulme  Hall,  in  Reddich,  on  the 
23rd  December,  1637.  The  premises  in  Manchester  were  held  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley, 
Bart.,  as  of  his  manor  of  Manchester,  by  fealty  and  certain  annual  rents.  And  the  Jury 
further  say  that  William  Hulme  was  his  only  son  and  heir,  and  that  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  his  said  father,  he  was  of  the  age  of  6  years,  9  months,  and  8  days.  "  M'  William 
Hulme  of  Broadstone  gentleman"  was  buried  at  Manchester  26th  December,  1637. 
Hulme  Hall,  in  Reddish,  was  then  apparently  known  as  Broadstone,  and  is  now  so  called. 
William  Hulme,  the  son  (who  died  in  1691),  was  the  founder  of  the  well-known  Hulmeian 
Trust.

wee  Doe  likewise  amerce  the  said  Richard  Proudloue,  for  suffer- 
inge  the  same  suspected  psons  in  his  house,  for  the  same  offence 
in  xxs 

Wheereas  wee  are  Informed  that  william  Shelmerdine  Deputie 
Constable1  is  a  man  painfull  [i.e.,  painstaking]  in  his  place,  and  yet 
not  rewarded  accordinge  to  his  paines,  wee  Doe  theerefore  order 
that  the  said  Deputy  Constable  may  haue  out  of  the  layes  or 
Assessmts  of  the  Towne,  for  his  paines  taking  in  the  Townes  busines 
quarterlie  xs 

wee  the  Jurie  of  this  Courte  Doe  find  that  John  Dawson  Marie 
Berrie  and  Isabell  the  wiff  of  ffrancis  Rydings  haue  forestalled  the 
Market  in  buying  whitemeate,2  and  selling  the  same,  the  same  Day, 
wee  Doe  theerefore  amerce  euerie  of  the  said  psons  in  ijd  a  peec. 

The  Jurie  Doe  find  that  John  Hulme3  g*  hath  purchased  of  wittm 
Hulme  his  brother,  two  seuerall  closes,  neere  vnto  Newton  lane,  and 
is  to  come  into  this  Courte  to  Doe  his  suite  and  service  vnto  the 
Lord  of  this  manor  for  the  said  Lands.  Jun 

Wheereas  theere  was  an  order  made  by  the  Jurie  at  Eastr  Court 
Leete  Ano  Dni  1634  that  Robert  Potter  and  others  should  sett 
plattings4  beetweene  theire  gardens,  and  the  Ackers,  that  soe  the 
watercourse  along  the  said  Ackers  might  haue  free  passage  soe  as  it

*  It  is  strange  that  this  is  the  first  time  that  this  common  form  of  punishment  for 
scolding  women  has  been  mentioned  in  these  Records.  The  Bridle  or  Brank  was  an 
instrument  made  of  light  iron  bars,  and  was  so  arranged  that  it  could  be  easily  fastened 
on  to  and  taken  off  the  head  of  any  person,  to  whom  it  was  ordered  to  be  applied.  There 
was  a  triangular  hole  through  which  the  culprit's  nose  passed,  and  a  projecting  flat  piece 
of  iron  was  inserted  in  the  mouth,  which  pressed  on  the  tongue  and  kept  that  unruly 
member  quiet.  In  some  instances  this  piece  of  iron  had  one  or  more  spikes  affixed  to  it, 
which  lacerated  the  mouth  badly.  This  instrument  was  padlocked  on  to  the  "  scold's  " 
head,  and  she  was  then  publicly  led  through  the  streets  of  the  town.  An  illustration  of  the 
Scold's  Bridle  in  use  at  Stockport  is  given  in  East  Cheshire,  vol.  i.,  p.  420,  and  of  that

He  was  appointed  one  of  the  two  Constables  on  the  3Oth  September,  1613,  and  Borough- 
reeve  on  the  loth  October,  1621.     He  died  in  1630,  but  his  death  has  not  previously  been 
reported  to  the  Jury.     William  Rodley,  his  son  and  heir,  being  now  of  age,  is  ordered 
to  come  in  and  do  his  suit  and  service.     The  Inquisition  fast  mortem  of  Stephen  Rodley, 
of  Manchester,  gent.,  was  taken  at  Manchester  on  the  3ist  May,  1630,  before  Hugh

To  Mary  Radley,  his 
daughter,  the  sum  of  .£300,  due  by  bond  of  Mr.  Peter  Wynn  and  Thomas  Allen,  tanner, 
of  Bury,  and  .£200  due  by  bond  "of  Mr.  Henry  Ogle  Esquire  and  Mr.  Peter  Wynn 
Esquire."  To  his  daughter,  Isabel  Radley,  £$ao,  in  the  hands  of  his  partner,  Adam 
Smith  the  younger.  To  the  poor  of  Manchester  20  marks,  and  to  the  poor  of  Beverley 
£6  133.  4d.  To  his  "cosen"  Henry  Radley,  ^3  IDS.  To  "Helene  Ratclyfie  my 
daughter  in  law"  [i>. ,  step-daughter],  .£5  ;  "  to  John  Ratclyfie  my  son  in  law"  [i.e. ,  step- 
son] 2OS.;  "to  Alexander  Ratclyfie  my  son  in  law"  205.;  "to  Margaret  Twyforth  my 
daughter  in  law"  20$.,  and  to  Anne  Twyforth  2OS.  upon  condition  that  the  said  John, 
Alexander,  Helene,  and  Margaret  shall  pay  to  his  executors  the  money  due  to  him.  To 
"my  sister  Anne  Thorny  ley  "  (?)  405.  yearly,  and  to  her  daughter,  Anne  Thorny  ley,  2os. 
"To  my  brother  William  and  my  brother  James  all  my  apparel  equally  betwixt  them.'' 
To  all  the  children  of  his  brother  James  aos.  each  ;  to  "Anthony  and  John  Thomeley 
my  sister's  sons"  403.  each;  "to  Arthur  Burton  and  Margaret  Burton,  children  of  my 
sister  Jane  "  405.  each  ;  "  to  my  cosen  Alice  Spark"  203. ;  "to  my  cosen  William  Spark" 
2os.;  "to  my  god-daughter  Marie  Rogerson"  203.;  "to  my  god-daughter  Margaret 
Smith"  2OS.  " To  Mr  Adam  Smith  the  elder "  IDS.,  "to  his  wife"  los.,  and  "to  my 
sister[-in-law]  Marie  Ratclyffe  "  los.  "I  make  executors  of  this  my  will  ray  very  good 
friends  Adam  Smith  the  younger  and  Robert  Preston  and  I  give  them  five  pounds  each 
and  I  make  William  Spark  supervisor  and  give  him  four  pounds. "  The  witnesses  to  this 
will  were  Henrie  Rodley,  George  Dickinson,  of  Bolton,  James  Crompton,  John  Radclyffe, 
and  Robert  Gisbrugh.  It  was  proved  at  Chester  in  July,  1630.  The  inventory  of  his 
effects  was  taken  8th  July,  1630,  and  includes  such  items  as  "  cruels,"  "  white  cotton," 
"red  and  white  pins,"  "lace,"  "bridles,"  &<x,  " one  peece  of  Peragon  8s. ;"  "item  in 
money  brought  home  from  Beverley  "  j£82  Js.  5&  There  is  also  a  long  list  of  debts. 
The  total  of  the  inventory  was  £1,061  155.  3d.  It  is  clear  from  the  above  will  that  he 
had  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  Brownsword,  of  Manchester,  and  the  widow  of 
Alexander  Radclyffe,  of  Stretford,  gent.,  who  died  in  March,  1607-8.  (See  voL  ij.,  p.  233.) 
In  the  will  of  Thomas  Brownsword  (brother  of  Isabel),  dated  1620,  he  calls  Stephen 
Rodley  his  brother-in-law.  (See  p.  30,  naff  3.)  "Isabel  y*  wife  of  Steven  Rodley  of 
Manchester"  was  buried  at  Manchester  loth  March,  1618-19. 
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The  Jurie  Doe  finde  that  Richard  Hallewell1  vintner  is  depted

The  Jurie  Doe  finde  that  Mr  Rofot  Symond  Clerk  hath  lately 
purchased  of  Elizabeth  Walkden3  widdow:  and  John  Svvarland  her 
sonne  one  messuage  or  Tenement  \vth  thapurtenances,  situate  in  or 
neere  the  halfe  streete  in  Manchester  and  is  to  come  into  this  Courte 
to  Doe  his  suite  and  seruice  to  the  Lord  of  this  mannor  for  the  saide 
Lands. 

The  Jurie  Doe  finde  that  Wifti  Buckley4  is  depted  this  life  since 
the  last  Courte  Leete,  and  that  his  sonne  and  heire  is  \vthin  age. 

1  Richard  Halliwell's  name  has  frequently  occurred  in  these  Records.  (See  Index  to 
vol.  ij.  and  to  this  volume.)  He  (or  his  father?)  was  one  of  the  two  Constables  elected 
5th  Oct.,  1598,  and  either  he  or  his  son  (of  the  same  name)  was  elected  Constable  1st  Oct., 
1612.  In  his  will,  dated  I2th  May,  1638,  and  proved  at  Chester  2Qth  March,  1639,  he 
describes  himself  as  Richard  Hallywell  the  elder,  of  Manchester,  vintner,  and  mentions  his 
son,  Samuel  Hallywell,  and  his  daughters,  Joan  Hallywell  and  Mary  Hallywell ;  his  son- 
in-law,  John  Radcliffe,  and  Anne,  his  wife  ;  his  son-in-law,  Thomas  Eckersall,  and  Ellen, 
his  wife ;  his  son-in-law,  Thomas  Ditchfield,  and  Jane,  his  wife ;  his  son-in-law,  Edward 
Brett,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife ;  his  son,  James  Hallywell,  and  his  eldest  son,  Richard 
Hallywell,  whom  he  appoints  sole  executor,  desiring  the  Right  Worshipful  Roger  Downes, 
Esq. ,  to  be  overseer. 

1  Samuel  Dickonson  died  in  1624,  but  his  death  has  not  previously  been  recorded. 
In  his  will,  dated  2;th  April,  1624,  and  proved  at  Chester  2?th  May,  1624,  he  describes 
himself  as  Samuel  Dickenson,  of  Manchester,  innkeeper,  and  refers  to  the  lands,  &c.,  he 
had  lately  purchased  in  Manchester.  (See  p.  60. )  He  mentions  his  wife,  Joan  Dickonson  ; 
his  son,  Samuel  Dickonson,  then  under  age  ;  his  daughters,  Ellen  Dickonson  and  Anne 
Dickonson  ;  and  the  child  of  which  his  wife  was  then  enceinte.  He  also  mentions  his 
sister,  Elizabeth  Rodley,  and  his  sister,  Anne  Mooreton  ;  appoints  his  wife,  Joan,  sole 
executrix,  and  desires  his  father-in-law,  Thomas  Shawe,  and  his  cousin,  Ralph  Dickonson, 
of  Stockport,  to  be  overseers. 

3  This  Elizabeth  Walkden  appears  to  have  been  the  widow  of  George  Swarland,  M.A., 
Usher  of  the  Manchester  Grammar  School,  who  died  in  1619,  his  will  being  proved  at 
Chester  on  the  27th  April,  1620.     He  left  a  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  two  sons,  Thomas  and 
John  Swarland. 

4  William  Bulkhy  was  a  draper  in  Manchester,  and  appears  to  have  done  a  large 
business  both  there  and  in  London.     He  married  Margaret,  one  of  the  daughters  of 
Adam   Byrom,   of  Salford,  gent,  by  his  wife,  Ellen,  daughter  of  Edmund  Prestwich, 
of  Hulme  Hall,   Esq.      In  the  Lancashire   Visitation  of  1664-5  he  is  called  William 
Bulkley,  "  of  Standlow,  co.  Stafford."     His  will,  dated  I3th  October,   1638,  contains 
many  entries  of  interest.     He  describes  himself  as   "  William  Bulkley  of  Manchester 
draper,"  refers  to  his  capital  messuage  in  Manchester,  wherein  he  then  dwelt,  and  mentions 
his  wife,  Margaret,  and  his  son  and  heir,  William  Bulkley,  then  under  age,  and  his  two

One  of  the  witnesses 
to  the  will,  which  was  proved  at  Chester  29th  January,  l638[-9],  was  Richard  Hollin- 
worth.  In  the  Inventory  of  his  effects  the  debts  owing  to  the  testator  in  London  were

"To  the  poor  of  Manchester  and  Salford,  40  pounds,  to  be  distributed 
upon  the  day  of  my  funeral  and  also  60  pounds  to  be  distributed  in  buying  black  cloth 
for  making  120  coats  of  the  value  of  10  shillings  apiece,  for  120  aged  and  impotent  old 
men  in  the  town  aforesaid."  "I  make  John  Hartley,  of  Manchester,  gent,  and  my  cozen 
Raph  Worsley,  of  Platt,  within  Rusholme,  executors  and  I  give  the  said  John  Hartley, 
,£50,  and  the  residue  of  my  goods  to  the  said  Raph  Worsley,  and  I  entreat  the  said 
Humfrey  Chetham,  William  Radcliffe  and  John  Dawson  to  be  supervisors."  The 
witnesses  to  this  will  were  John  Dawson,  Rowland  Mosley,  John  Brownsword,  and  Gerard 
Simkin,  and  it  was  proved  at  Chester  gth  November,  1637.  The  inventory  of  his  effects 
was  taken  3Oth  October,  1637.  It  includes,  amongst  other  items,  "hats,"  "copper  and 
other  bands,"  "hat  facings  of  silver,"  &c.  The  deceased  had  "in  readie  silver  and 
gould"  ^745  2s.  4d.,  and  "in  debts  and  money  laid  out"  ^2,067  gs.,  the  total  of  the 
inventory  being  ,£2,982  i6s.  id.,  or  nearly  .£3,000,  a  very  large  sum  at  that  time.

2  Alice  Clarke  did  not  long  survive  her  husband.    In  her  will,  dated  aist  December,

Henry  Keley's  Inquisition  post  mortem  was  taken  at  Bolton  on  the 
6th  October,  1640,  when  the  Jury  returned  that  he  had  died  seised  of  two  messuages,  or 
burgages,  and  two  gardens  in  "le  Smithie  doore"  in  Manchester,  then  in  the  tenures  of 
James  Barrett  and  Edward  Preston ;  of  I  messuage,  10  shops,  and  one  garden  near 
"  le  Hanginge  Bridge  "  in  Manchester,  in  the  tenures  of  William  Brockhouse  and  others  ;

She  mentions  her  sister,  Anne  Hilton,  widow  ;  her 
brother,  Thomas  Parkinson,  and  his  children  ;  Mr.  Edward  Johnson  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife  ;  Raphe  Pycroft,  of  Manchester,  and  Ellen  his  wife  ;  and  many  others,  but  none  of 
them  are  called  relatives.     The  residue  of  her  goods  she  left  to  Elizabeth  Butler,  her 
daughter,  and  appointed  the  said  Edward  Johnson  sole  executor,  and  to  have  the  tuition 
of  the  said  Elizabeth.

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ADDENDA  ET  CORRIGENDA. 

Page  32. — The  Mr.  Robert  Clonghe,  clerk,  deceased,  who  had  left  ^4  to  the  Poor  of 
Manchester  before  October,  1620,  is  probably  the  same  person  who,  according  to 
Whatton's  History  of  Manchester  Grammar  School  (p.  44),  left  a  messuage  and  lands  in 
Farnham,  co.  Essex,  to  the  School,  the  rent  of  which  in  1627  was  £$  33.  4d. 

Page  76,  note  I. — There  is  some  doubt  whether  the  John  Holcroft,  who  married 
Margaret  Hunt,  is  to  be  identified  with  the  John  Holcroft,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas 
Holcroft  and  Margaret  (Cleydon)  his  wife,  or  whether  he  is  not,  according  to  the  History 
of  the  Family  of  Holcroft,  by  Mr.  J.  Paul  Rylands,  pp.  16-17,  to  be  identified  with 
Lieut. -Col.  John  Holcroft  (who  died  in  1656),  the  son  and  heir  of  John  Holcroft,  of 
Holcroft,  Esq.,  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  Peter  Hey  wood,  of  Hey  wood,  Esq.  The 
latter  is  there  stated  to  have  married  Margaret,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  John  Hunt, 
of  Manchester,  and  to  have  had  issue  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  and  this  appears  to 
be  based  on  a  contemporary  pedigree  in  the  Dodsworth  MSS.,  vol.  142,  f.  119. 

Page  90,  note  i. — It  may  be  added  that  in  the  full  pedigree  of  Worsley,  of  Platt, 
printed  in  Booker's  History  of  Birch  (p.  67),  it  is  stated  that  Ralph  Worsley,  of  Platt, 
who  died  6th  November,  1669,  married  for  his  first  wife,  gth  December,  1620,  Isabel, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Edward  Massey,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  and  widow  of  Alexander 
Ford,  of  Wigan,  and  had  issue.  The  portion  underlined  is  probably  incorrect  (as 
suggested  in  the  note  on  p.  90),  for  the  entry  in  the  Manchester  Register  gth  December, 
1620,  is  "  Ralph  Worsley  and  Isabell  Massey"  married. 

Page  90,  note  4. — For  8th  May,  1613,  read  8th  May,  1623. 

Page  124,  notes  3,  4 — Although  the  lease  of  the  1 2th  July,  1620,  was  between 
Edward  Rilston,  B.  D. ,  and  Samuel  Tipping,  yet  the  purchase  in  1626  was  from  James 
Rilston,  clerk,  then  of  St.  Breocke,  near  Wade,  co,  Cornwall,  the  brother  and  heir  of 
Edward  Rilston,  who  had  died  s.  p.  c.  1624-5.  The  indenture  of  the  sale  of  these  lands 
is  as  follows  : — 

Indenture  made  25th  July  1626  between  James  Rillston,  of  S*  Breocke,  near 
Wade,  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  clerk,  brother  and  next  heir  to  Edward  Rillston, 
batchellor  of  Divinity  and  late  Fellow  of  Brasenose  Colledge,  in  Oxford,  deceased, 
upon  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Tippinge,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  upon  the  other 
part,  Witnesseth  that  the  said  James  Rillston,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  £,"jo, 
hath  sold  to  the  said  Samuel  Tipping  those  two  shops,  and  two  chambers  over  the 
same  shops,  with  their  appurtenances,  late  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Samuel 
Tipping,  and  late  in  the  occupation  of  George  Werrall  deceased,  Adam  Holland, 
Robert  Baguley  and  Ralph  Woollen,  scituate  and  being  in  or  near  a  certain  street 
or  place  in  Manchester,  called  the  Marketplace,  and  abutting  or  adjoining  unto,  upon 
or  towards  the  now  dwelling  house  of  George  Clarke  on  the  south  part,  the  said 
street  or  place  called  the  Market  Place  (where  now  the  Shambles  or  Fleshbords 
stand)  on  the  north  part,  one  shop  heretofore  in  the  tenure  of  John  Preston,  and 
now  in  the  tenure  of  James  Bradshawe,  on  the  east  part,  and  the  street  or  way 
which  cometh  "  frowarde"  the  Smithidoor  there,  on  the  west  part.  To  have  and 
to  hold  the  same  for  ever.  A  lease  of  the  premises  by  the  said  Edward  Rillston  to 
the  said  Samuel  Tipping,  dated  I2th  July  1620,  is  mentioned.  This  indenture  is 
signed  by  James  Rillston,  in  one  of  the  two  shops,  that  of  Ralph  Woollen,  in  the 
presence  of  George  Tippinge,  Adam  Smyth,  Leonard  Browne,  Will.  Sparke  and 
Robt.  Twiford.
